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Let It not be thought that we are working for onrselves alone, nor for those only who are 
now living ; but let us remember that thousands yet unborn will bless the pious hands that 
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that we devote our labor and our efforts. The star of empire has risen in the western sky, 
and its trail of light streams across the continent, touching the rock of Plymouth upon the 
Atlantic coast. — ^on.

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ADDEESS OF THE PEESIDENT. 



Gentlemen of the Sooiett : 

I cannot express too strongly my sense of gratitude for this 
repeated testimony of your confidence in appointing me to preside 
over your deliberations for another year. I shall perform my du- 
ties, prompted by the deep interest I feel in the objects of the Soci- 
ety, with the best strength that a gracious Providence shall bestow 
upon me. The state of my health, although I have reason to thank 
God for much improvement of late, will be a sufficient apology for 
limiting my present remarks to a few brief words. 

I am happy to congratulate you, as I have for several years past, 
on the steady and successful progress of the Society in all its depart- 
ments. The reports of the several officers and committees soon to 
be offered will bear testimony to this. 

The library has been steadily increasing in the number of its 
volumes, in valuable manuscripts and rare autograph letters ; and 
we are also gradually accumulating a collection of curious relics 
highly important to the illustration of the different epochs of our 
history. 

Our gallery of portraits is also increasing. We have the por- 
traits of several colonial worthies, by Smibert, Copley and other 
distinguished painters, besides some of more modem date. An 
effort has been made to place upon our walls portraits in oil of those 
who have held office in the Society, or who have otherwise contri- 
buted to its success. A year ago we possessed only two, namely, 
those of Charles Ewer, Esq., its first president, and the Rev. Wil- 
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liam Jenks, D.D., for several years chairman of its publishing 
committee. Last year the portrait of your president was added 
to the collection, which to-day is exchanged for one of larger size 
and higher cost; while three others are presently to be added 
to it, namely, those of Col. Almon D. Hodges, a former president, 
the Hon. George B. iJpton, a vice-president, and Col. Albert H. 
Hoyt, for eight years editor of the Society's periodical, the New- 
England Historical and Genealogical Register. 

The financial affairs of the Society have been administered, as in 
years past, with the strictest regard to economy, a principle of the 
greatest importance in all institutions, but especially in a Society 
like this ; and from this principle I hope we shall never depart. The 
rule which we have adopted is a good one, never to spend a dollar 
that is .not already in the treasury. This is the secret of financial 
independence, the sheet-anchor of success. No other method can 
secure the public confidence. No other method ought to suc- 
ceed. During the past year we have had a signal testimony of con- 
fidence in the administration of the Society, by a generous testa- 
mentary bequest. John M. Bradbury, Esq., of Ipswich, one of our 
active members, who died on the 2l8t of March last, left by will to 
the Society the sum of two thousand dollars, and other securities 
which may somewhat increase the amount. We hope that others 
will follow this noble example, and make testamentary gifts to the 
Society. An income of a thousand dollars a year is greatly needed 
to enable us to put into the library rare and valuable historical 
works, which are much wanted. 

The year which has just completed its circuit will always be a 
marked one in the history of our country. It is the centennial year 
of our national existence. It has been celebrated bv thousands of 
municipalities all over the land. It has quickened the interest of our 
whole people in our local and family history. It has recounted the 
services of our fathers in their struggles to lay the foundations of 
• the republic. It has told over again, in greater fulness and truer 
proportions, the story of their aspirations, their sufferings and their 



achievements, which thus enlarged and perfected, has enriched and 
endeared to us the record of our national history. Monuments of 
brass, and marble, and of solid granite, have sprung up in every 
part of the land, to mark the spots where noble deeds were done, 
and to embalm the memory of those who performed them. And not 
more important, though more impressive to the eye, was the gather- 
ing on the banks of the Schuylkill of the industries of the whole 
world, the fabrics and the handicraft of the nations, to be examined, 
compared, criticized and admired by millions of our own population 
and thousands from other countries. All this, my friends, marks 
an era in our national history, and, in my judgment, is a harbin- 
ger of that higher attainment to- which the whole civilized world 
is gradually advancing. 

The principle on which the Society is administered is a good one ; 
the field of local and family history is a broad and noble one ; let 
us cultivate it with assiduity and perseverance ; let us turn neither 
to the right hand or to the left ; and as time goes on, the result of 
bur labors wiQ be the difiusion of an historical taste, the encour- 
agement of an ennobling study, and the accumulation and pre- 
servation of historical material, which is now daily yielding to the 
wasting power of decay. 

By the report of the historiographer it will be seen that the num- 
ber of deaths the past year has been unusually small, only twenty- 
three members having during the year passed from their labors on 
earth, while in 1875 we were called to mourn the loss of thirty- 
eight. There has been a corresponding decrease in the deaths of 
oflScers of the Society and those who have held office, only four of 
these having died in 1876 ; namely, two officers, William B. 
Towne, Esq., vice-president for New Hampshire, and the Hon. 
Henry P. Haven, vice-president for Connecticut; and two past 
officers, Salomon Alofsen, for eight years honorary vice-president 
for New Jersey, and the Rev. Samuel H. Kiddel, who held the 
offices of recording and corresponding secretary, and who deserves 

to be remembered for the efficient services rendered the Society as 
2 
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an officer in its early days. Many of our deceased members have 
a national reputation as authors, while others have honored other 
walks of life. 

With hearts fiill of gratitude for the loving kindness which has 
spared our lives to the present time, and committing our way unto 
Him who is rich in m«rcy to guide our steps, let us comipence the 
new year with renewed hope and enterprise ; and should any of 
us be called to lay down our work, let us feel assured that others 
will take it up and carry it on through all coming time. We may 
die, but our institution shall live, and as time advances will be- 
come dearer and dearer to the hearts of our New England people. 



PROCEEDINGS. 



The annual meeting of the New-England Historic, Genealogical 
Society was held in the Society's House, 18 Somerset Street, Boston, 
Massachusetts, on Wednesday, January 8, 1877, at three o'clock in the 
afternoon. 

The president, the Hon. Marshall P. Wilder, took the chair. 

The recording secretary, David G. Haskins, Jr., Esq., read the record 
of the proceedings at the last meeting, which was approved. 

Frederic Kidder, Esq,, chairman of the nominating committee chosen in 
October last, reported a list of officers and committees for the year 1877. 

The Hon. George Cogswell, of Bradford, and Howland Holmes, M.D., 
of Lexington, were appointed a committee to receive and count the ballots ; 
who reported that the candidates nominated were unanimously elected. 

The Hon. Marshall P. Wilder, having been reelected president, then 
addressed the Society. 

The President's address and the list of officers and committees will be 
found in the preceding pages. 

On the conclusion of the President's address, portraits of several officers 
of the Society were presented, in behalf of their respective donors. 

Edmund T. Eastman, M.D., chairman of a committee appointed by the 
Board of Directors to present these portraits, addressed the Society as 
follows : 

Mr. President and Gentlemen : ^ 

It is well remembered by the members then present, that a year 
ago the Society voted to request our President to sit for his portrait. A 
few months later, Mr. Edward D. Marchant, an eminent artist of Phila- 
delphia, painted and presented to the Society a portrait, which was for- 
mally accepted with thanks for the valuable gift. Subsequently permis- 
sion was given to the family of the President, who preferred the home- 
look of this portrait, to exchange it for one larger and more costly, also 
painted by Mr. Marchant. The latter now hangs upon our walls, giving 
us all great pleasure and satisfaction. 
By the side of this portrait are others by the same artist, of former offi- 
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cers of the Society, famished at the suggestion of the Board of Directors, 
which will severally be noticed. 

It has been made my duty as well as honor to call attention to the por- 
trait of one of our late vice-presidents, the Hon. George B. Upton, present- 
ed by our much esteemed member, William Parsons, Esq., too modest to 
be here himself or to send a letter, presenting this fine portrait of his loved 
and valued friend, of whom he once said to me, '' Though not the most 
learned man, he was amply qualified to fill almost any official position in 
the state or nation." 

Not to detain the Society longer, I beg leave, Mr. President, to offer the 
following resolution : 

Resolved^ That the thanks of the Society be presented to William Par- 
sons, Esq., for his interesting and valuable gift of a portrait of the late 
Hon. George Bruce Upton. 

David G. Haskins, Jr., Esq., of the same committee, then called atten- 
tion to the portrait of Col. Almon D. Hodges, who filled the office of 
president of the Society from 1859 to 1861, in the following remarks : 

Mr, President and Gentlemen of the Society : 

The pleasant duty has been assigned to me of announcing to you 
the gift of another portrait. It is that of a gentleman who is too widely 
known in the community and in this Society to require an introduction 
from my lips ; a gentleman who for many years has been a member of our 
Society, and has filled the highest office in its gift. 

He has to-day added another obligation to the debt of gratitude which 
we already owe him by the gift of a portrait of himself, which he has sent, 
accompanied with the following note : 

Boston, Mass., 6 Dec 1876. 

Hod. Marshall P. Wilder, President N. E. Hist. Gen. Soc. : 

My Dear Sie, — In compliance with its request, I beg leave to present 
to the Society of which you are president, a portrait of the undersigned, by 
Mr. E. D. Marchant, of Philadelphia. 

Very respectftiUy and truly your frieud, 

Almon D. Hodges. 

On motion of Mr. Haskins, the following resolution was unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved^ That the cordial thanks of the Society be tendered to Mr. 
Almon D. Hodges for his compliance with our request in presenting to the 
Society a portrait of himself. 

H. H. Edes, Esq., also of the same committee, followed by presenting 
the portrait of Col. Hojt, which he prefaced with these remarks : 
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Mr. President : 

I rise to perform a most agreeable duty devolved upon 
me as the last secretary of the late Register Club by the death of our hon- 
ored associate, Mr. Towne, who for ten years presided over the delibera- 
tions and administered the finances of the Club. 

It is well known that from 1865 to 1874 the financial responsibility of 
publishing the New-Eugland Historical and Genealogical Register was 
assumed by a few gentlemen, who in the summer of 1864 associated them- 
selves under the name of the Register Club. During seven of those ten 
years the Register was edited by Mr. Albert H. Hoyt, and with such marked 
ability that it soon attained a rank in the periodical literature of the coun- 
try which it had never before enjoyed. Mr. Hoyt's aim was " to make the 
publication worthy of the patronage and confidence of historical students 
and experienced genealogists ; to make it thorough, and accurate ; to ele- 
vate its literary character ; to improve its typography a,u^ dress ; and to 
keep its pages free from personal and party animosities." His efforts were 
crowned with such complete success, that before surrendering to the Society 
the responsibilities which they had assumed with its consent, the members 
of the Register Club felt that Mr. Hoyt's long and faithful services not 
only to the Register, but to the Society, should be formally recognized. 
They accordingly took measures to procure his portrait, to be presented to 
this Society and hung in its gallery, feeling that in thus honoring him they 
did honor to themselves and to the corporation whose servants they were. 

I have the pleasure, Mr. President, in behalf of the Register Club, to 
offer for the Society's acceptance a portrait of Mr. Hoyt, which was painted 
by Mr. Marchant, of Philadelphia. 

After the close of Mr. Edes's remarks, the Rev. Edward G. Porter of 
Lexington offered this resolution, which was adopted : 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Society are hereby tendered to the mem- 
bers of the " Register Club " for the valuable and acceptable gift, of a por- 
trait of Mr. Albert H. Hoyt, who for eight years was the editor of the 
New-England Historical and Genealogical Register, and for eight years has 
been a director of this Society. 

Some of the members suggested that an effort should be made to procure 
the portraits of the other presidents of the Society, namely, the Rev. Joseph 
B. Felt, LL.D., the Hon. William Whiting, LL.D., Sam'l G. Drake, A.M., 
Winslow Lewis, M.D., and the Hon. John A. Andrew, LL.D. The Presi- 
dent replied that the directors had already determined to make such an 
effort. 

Rear-Admiral Henry Knox Thatcher, who some years ago presented to 
the Society the invaluable manuscripts of his grandfather. Gen. Henry 
Knox, of the Revolution, read a letter that he had recently found among 
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his papers, from General Washington to Gen. Knox, and which he now 
presented to the Society. It was written April 1, 1789, from Mt. Vernon, 
while Washington was waiting for official notice that he had been elected 
to the office of President of the United States, and expresses his feelings on 
the anticipation of assuming that office. The delay caused by the want of 
a quorum in Congress, is thus referred to : 

" I feel for those Members of the new Congress, who, hitherto, have given 
an unavailing attendance at the theatre of business. For myself, the delay 
may be compared to a reprieve ; for in confidence I can assure you — with 
the world it would obtain litde credit — that my movements to the chair of 
Government will be accompanied with feelings not unlike those of a cul- 
prit who is going to the place of execution ; so unwilling am I in the even- 
ing of a life nearly consumed in public cares to quit a peaceful abode for 
an ocean of difficulties, without that competency of political skill, abilities 
and inclination which is necessary to manage the helm." 

It was announced that the letter would be printed in the next number of 
the New-England Historical and Genealogical Register. 

The Hon. George Cogswell, of Bradford, whose father was a surgeon 
under Gen. Knox, to whom this letter is addressed, spoke of the high char- 
acter in which his father held that patriot, and of the confidence which 
Washington reposed in him. On Dr. Cogswell's motion, thanks were voted 
to Admiral Thatcher for his gift. 

The Rev. Mr. Slafter, on behalf of the Hon. Joseph W. Lawrence, of 
St. John, N. B., then presented an autograph letter bearing date of 1795. 
He remarked that sharp contrasts were always interesting. He would pre- 
sent to the acceptance of the Society a very rare autograph of one whose 
fame differed from that of the great Washington more than that of any 
other man whose history is connected with our revolutionary struggle. The 
letter which he held in his hand was an autograph of Benedict Arnold. He 
read a part of it, but when he came to a passage in which a third person 
was called the same ^^ shuffling scoundrel as ever," with an intonation and 
emphasis that made the epithets apply to Arnold himself, he remarked that 
he would read no further. This letter, he continued, has indeed no lustre 
of its own, but in our invaluable collection of autographs it will be a good 
background, an admirable foil to set off the brilliancy of the others. He 
moved a vote of thanks to Mr. Lawrence for the valuable gift, which passed 
unanimously. 

Rear- Admiral Thatcher then stated that he also had a letter of General 
Arnold, which he would present to the Society. It is written on a sheet of 
cartridge paper from the camp at Watertown to a lady, accompanying a 
gift to her of a package of ladies' dresses. 
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Charles Carleton GoffiD, Esq., chairman of the committee appointed at the 
last meeting to take measures towards the preservation and printing of the 
documents relating to the Revolutionary war, in the state house, reported 
that the committee had had an interview with His Excellency Gov. Rice, 
who heartily entered into their plans and wishes. It was not thought best, 
however, after an examination of the documents, to ask the legislature at the 
present time to print them. The Governor assured the committee that 
they should be preserved, arranged, and placed in the care of the Secretary 
of State, or some competent official, so that at a more favorable time 
they, ^ight be printed. The report was accepted. 

Report op the Corresponding Secretary. 

The Rev. Edmund F. Slafter, Corresponding Secretary, submitted his 
report, as follows : 

Besides the ordinary correspondence, letters acceptitfg membership in the 
Society have been received from fifty-two gentlemen, and entered upon our 
files.

It will be seen by the above record, that the number of deaths, among 
the members of the Society, for the year, so far as is known to us, is twenty- 
three. Of these there were two vice-presidents, six corresponding members, 
seven life members, and eight resident members. The number of deaths is 
less by fifteen than the year preceding. The united ages of the twenty- 
three members deceased is fifteen hundred fifty-seven years, one month, 
twenty-one days, being an average of sixty-seven years, eight months and 
twelve days, a little short of the three-score years and ten of which the 
Psalmist speaks as the age of man. Compared, however, with the record 
of deaths in 1875, the average longevity is less by four years, five months 
and three days.

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Bepobt op the Committee on the Library. 

James Frothingham Hunnewell, Esq., chairman, submitted the following 
report : 

The Committee on the Library for the past year can report a fair de- 
gree of prosperity. The increase of the collection, although perhaps 
moderate or slow, has been steady. While many institutions and compa- 
nies have been obliged to show reduced or impaired resources, this Society 
has continued to yield its usual, and even somewhat increased, returns to 
its members. The past year has not been one in which large gains could 
be expected, where gains must be chiefly by gifts. The committee has, in 
previous reports, made suggestions of the needs of the library, and to these, 
without additions now, reference is once more made, with the hope that 
when opportunity comes they will lead to action. Those who use the 
library for reference or study are aware of deficiencies in it,— deficiencies, 
let it be added, that present excellent openings for appropriate donations. 
The committee, or the librarian, will be very glad to furnish any informa- 
tion desired by those who wish to make useful contributions. 

The report of the librarian gives the statistics of the collection in his 
charge, especially for the year 1876. To his report this committee has the 
pleasure of directing attention for some account of works by members of 
the Society presented to the library since the last annual meeting, — works 
that, as usual, show the variety and value of the subjects occupying their 
attention, and that add not a little to the sum of useful literature. 

In regard to the working library owned by the Society, further informa- 
tion can be had from the Card Catalogue that, it is expected, will hereafter 
be found in the main room. In regard to the large mass of newspapers 
and pamphlets not yet arranged, the committee trust that the means of the 
Society will, before a long time, admit of the employment of the labor abso- 
lutely required for placing them in order, and by which the really valuable 
portions can be rendered accessible. 

Report of the Publishing Committee.

The chairman of this committee, John Ward Dean, A.M., made the fol- 
lowing report : 

The committee respectfully report that the New-England Historical and 
Genealogical Register has been regularly issued during the year. The 
October number completed the thirtieth volume of this periodical, the pub-

lication of which wa^ begun in the year 1847. It is now the oldest histo- 
rical and antiquarian magazine published in this country. 

The committee have the satisfaction of reporting also, that all the expenses 
of the Register for the year 1876 and the previous years have been paid 
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from the subscriptions aod sales of the Eegister for those years, and that a 
balance of $7.84 has been carried to the account of the year 1877. 

Pursuant to the order of the Socie'ty, the committee have also caused 
the Proceedings at the last annual meeting to be printed and distributed. 

The discourse delivered by the Hon. Charles H. Bell, on the occasion of 
the dedication of the Society's House, was printed soon after its delivery, 
but remained in sheets till the present year, when an account of the pro- 
ceedings was prefixed, together with a description of the House by the 
Rev. Edmund F. Slafter, and the whole bound in pamphlet form, except a 
limited number in cloth intended for presentation to historical societies and 
public libraries. 

Report op tbe Committee on Papers and Essays. 

The chairman, the Rev. Dorus Clarke, D.D., presented the following 
report : 

Eight valuable papers have been read before the Society by the gentle- 
men hereinafter named, and upon the topics mentioned in connection with 
their names respectively : — Capt. John S. Sleeper, of Boston, upon " Piracy 
in the West Indies*; " the Rev. Abijah P. Marvin, of Lancaster, Mass., 
upon the "Massacre at Lancaster, in King Philip's War, 1676;" Bvt 
Maj.-Gen. Henry W. Benham, U.S.A., upon the " Laying of Ponton 
Bridges, in the Battle of Chancellorsville, Va. ; " George W. Ware, Jr., Esq., 
of Belmont, upon a *' Tour in Spain ; " Henry W. Holland, Esq., of Cam- 
bridge, upon " William Dawes, in connection with Paul Revere's famous 
Midnight Ride ; " the Rev. Elias Nason, of North Billerica, Mass., upon 
*' The Law of Progress under the Light of History ; " the Hon. James W. 
Austin, of Boston, upon "New England in the Pacific;" William C. 
Bates, Esq., of Newton, Mass., upon the " Life and Revolutionary Ser- 
vices of Col. Joseph Ward ; " and by Sidney Brooks, Esq., of Boston, upon 
" Harwich, and Incidents in the History of Cape Cod." 

Report op the Committee on Heraldry. 

The Hon. Thomas- C. Amory, the chairman, being absent, his report was 
submitted through Augustus T. Perkins, Esq., a member of the committee, 
as follows : 

The services of the Committee on Heraldry have been less frequently in 

request the past year ; but they have placed themselves at the disposal of 

their associates needing their aid. Whenever information in olir department 

may be desired by persons residing at a distance from libraries containing the 

standard authorities, we think it should be understood that for the cost of 

copying, where of any length, abstracts can be procured. A small annual 

appropriation for the purchase of new works upon our subject is recom- 
5 
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mended, and the new edition of the General Annory of Sir Bernard Burke 
now in preparation, should be purchased when published. 

The descriptive list of the seals attached to the Jeffries Papers found 
under the garret floor of Faneuil Hall, which appears in the Register 
for January, has attracted attention. Among late contributions to heral- 
dic literature, is a collection of the arms of the several states, many of 
them interesting from the historical incidents or local characteristics they 
suggest. The work would have possessed an additional value for future 
generations if more of what is now known in relation to the circumstances 
attending their selection accompanied the shields. The history of the arms 
of Massachusetts will be remembered as one of peculiar interest. Present 
tendencies being towards centralization and obliteration of state lines im- 
pairing what were once regarded as important bulwarks of republican insti- 
tutions, whatever serves to remind us of their meaning has its use. After the 
bitter lessons of our recent past, these emblems, it is to be hoped, will never 
again be displayed tattered and stained in hostile ranks in internecine war- 
fare, but in that more generous rivalry which contributed at Philadelphia to 
render memorable our centennial jubilee, long wave over the victories of 
peace. 

Report op the Bond, Barstow, Cushman and Townb Fcjnds. 

Col. Almon D. Hodges, chairman of the Trustees of these funds, reported : 

That, during the last year, there was received on account of the Bond 
Fund, from the sales of books $31.50, for interest $28.45; making the 
total receipts for the year $59.95, Six books have been purchased from 
the income at an expense of $13.70. The fund now amounts to $580.50, 
of which $539.20 is placed at interest, and $41.30 is in the hands of the 
Trustees, but will be deposited in the Institution for Savings in Roxbury 
before the 15th instant. 

The income of the Barstow Fund last year was $68.62, which, with the 
balance unexpended in January last, $63.65, amounts to $132.27, of which 
$107.05 has been expended for binding 119 volumes, leaving a balance of 
$25.22 to be carried to the account of 1877. The fund is $1000.00. 

The receipts on account of the Cushman Fimd were $3.00, and the fund 
is now $65.43, of which $52.93 is placed at interest, and $1 2.50 is in the 
hands of the trustees. 

The income of the Towne Memorial Fund was $240.00, of which $13.00 
was expended for printing under the direction of the late chairman, William 
B. Towne, Esq., the founder of the fund, leaving a balance of $227.00, 
which, with $3000.00 invested and $755.23 on hand in January last, 
amounts to $3982.23. 

The financial statement reported by the treasurer at this meeting will 
furnish information as to the securities in which the several funds are 
invested. 
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or those at the time of admission. Corresponding members were, for a few years after the in- 
corporation of the Society, elected within as well as without the limits of New England. The 
practice was ^on abandoned, and now residents of New England are not constitutionally eligible 
as corresponding members, and the elections are also restricted to a small number.

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ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT. 



Gentlemen or the Society : 

Once more, tlirough the loving kindness of Him who redeemeth 
our lives from destruction and crowneth us with tender mercies, we are 
permitted to assemble at another annual meeting of our Society. 
Most sincerely do I extend to each one of you my heartfelt desire 
that the year on which we have now entered may be the happiest of 
our lives, happy in the enjoyments of this world, and if it shall prove 
to be our last, happy in the closing hours of life, and happy in the hope 
of a glorious immortality when we shall land on those golden shores 
from which no traveller returns. 

Nothing could be more grateful to my feelings than the testimo- 
nials of respect you have shown me, and the honor you have conferred 
by your oft-repeated selection of me to preside over our noble insti- 
tution. But when I consider that I have been favored with elections 
to this post for twelve successive terms, I cannot but feel a delicacy 
in accepting it again, knowing as I do that there are others who are 
entitled to this distinction, and that courtesy might demand my 
retirement from office. But being assured by those who know what 
is best for our association, I accept again with a deep sense of grati- 
tude the office assigned to me, and beg to assure you that whether in 
the chair or out, I will bring to the discharge of my duties all the 
ability which I possess. 

Necrology. 

Happy, most happy am I to meet on this first day of a new year so 
many old and familiar friends, so many with whom I have journeyed 
on in life, and with whom I have had sweet communion in the past. 
But all are not here I some have been removed to the land of spirits. 
The whole number of deaths for the past year, as far as we can learn, is 
twenty-three ; being ten less than for 1877, and nine below the aver- 



age for four years. Of these, nine were life members, eight were 
resident members and six corresponding members. We still live, but 
death has enclosed these in his arms and borne them from our sight. 
Of those who were immediately associated with us at the commence- 
ment of the last year, we Have to mourn the loss of John Wingate 
Thornton, A.M., the last but one of the founders, and Col. Almon 
Danforth Hodges, an ex-president of the Society. Appropriate notice 
of these members has been taken in one of our public meetings, and 
by the historiographer, but I cannot refrain from adding a few words 
as a token of the esteem in which they were held by us all, and for 
the services rendered by them to the cause we seek to advance. 

Mr. Thornton was one of the founders and our first recording 
secretary. In the early days of the Society he was one of its 
most active members, and his interest in its prosperity continued 
during his life. Of this we have received numerous evidences. 
On the quarter-millenial celebration of the first landing of the Pil- 
grims in New England by this society, November 21, 1870, he 
was our speaker, and delivered a very able discourse, replete with 
historical lore. His published writings exhibit untiring research, 
and an extensive knowledge of the history of New England and 
particularly of the English Puritans. At the time of his death, he 
was engaged in editing, for the Maine Historical Society, the 
Trelawney Papers, which were obtained by that society through his 
exertions. 

Col. Hodges was well known among our business men as the 
president of the Washington National Bank. He held various other 
positions of trust and honor, and was universally respected for his 
integrity, sagacity, prudence and industry. He took a deep interest 
in the success of our institution, was frequently on our committees, 
and universally respected for his courtesy and kindness in the various 
relations of life. 

Others there are who deserve a notice in the record of this occa- 
sion. Among these may be named the following friends and co- 
laborers who have died during the last year. 

The Reverend Nathaniel Bouton, D.D., the historian of Con- 
cord, New Hampshire, a corresponding member, contributed by his 
presence and by the preparation of papers to the advancement of our ob- 
jects. He was the settled minister for forty years over the first church 
in Concord, the corresponding secretary of the New Hampshire His- 



torical Society and a trustee of Dartmouth College for many years. 
He was a most industrious student of history. He published many 
works, and was the editor of the Provincial and State Papers of New 
Hampshire to the year 1792, which were printed at the expense of 
the State in ten octavo volumes. Many will remember the inter- 
esting paper read by him before us on the Wheelwright deed. 

The Eev. Charles Trelawny Collins-Trelawny, M.A., 
a corresponding member, was paternally descended from Arthur 
Collins, the celebrated English genealogical writer, author of the 
"Peerage of England," and other works. He was himself a writer 
of repute. He presented, a few years ago, to the Maine Historical 
Society, the valuable papers of his ancestor, on his mother's side, 
Eobert Trelawny, who had a plantation at Kichmond Island on 
the coast of Maine in early colonial days, on the events of -which 
times the papers throw much light. The Rev. Mr. CoUins- 
Trelawny was induced to search for these papers in England by his 
correspondent, Mr. Thornton, already alluded to, through whom the 
papers, as I have already stated, were presented to the Maine His- 
torical Society, 

Evert Augustus Duyckinck, A.M., of the city of New York, 
the senior and last surviving author of the "Cyclopaedia of American 
Literature," took much interest in the society and its objects, and 
made valuable donations to the library. He was a scholar of refined 
tastes, an able and discriminating but genial critic, whose writings 
have elevated and instructed his readers. His house was the resort 
of eminent literary men, and his memory is treasured by his sur- 
viving associates. 

The Hon. John Sherburne Sleeper, a resident member, was 
widely known as the editor of the Boston Journal. He commenced 
as a journalist, about the year 1830, as editor of the Jfews-Let- 
teVi a paper published in Exeter, New Hampshire. He then took 
charge of the Lowell Journal, and finally of the Boston Jour^ 
naif which had been established the year before he came to this 
city, and which he planted on that firm foundation of success that has 
since attended it. He was mayor of Eoxbury for three successive 
years, and held many other important offices of the state and city. 
He was a senator of Massachusetts in 1877, and chairman of the 
committee on harbors. He had also represented Roxbury in the 
Legislature for some years. He took much interest in our Society, 
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before which he read a paper three years since, and frequently par- 
ticipated in its proceedings. He also presented to the Society a 
complete set of the Boston Journal to the close of 1850, sixteen 
years. 

Nor can I stop here. One more there is whose merits demand 
special notice. I refer to William Cullen Bryant, a correspond- 
ing member, over whose grave we would strew the choice and 
fragrant flowers of cherished nremories, whose works have gilded the 
page of American literature with a brightness that shall never be 
dimmed while the name of poet or philanthropist shall have a place 
in the history of the world. His beautiful and touching hymns, 
"Blessed are they that mourn," "The groves were God's first tem- 
ples," " Who planted that old apple tree ? " and " The Song of the 
Stars ,^' will live in the hearts of grateful millions as long as devo- 
tion, gratitude, and the love of the beautiful shall stir the human 
heart; while poetry shall soothe the aching breast, or sympathy 
elevate the soul to pure and holy impulses. 

These have all gone 1 But why weep ! Life's labors will soon 
be over with us, and we shall join them on the other side of the 
river where old and dear friends stand ready to welcome us to their 
arms, to those celestial fields that have no bound, to that better 
life that knows no end. 

Commemorations . 

During the past year I have attended, as your representative, the 
centennial celebrations of the towns of Franklin and Foxborough, 
the ceremonies at the removing of the remains of Isaiah Thomas, of 
Worcester, and the two hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the land- 
ing of Endicott at Salem. These occasions were full of interest, and 
have added largely to the stock of information which will ever be dear, 
not only to the people of New England, but will be treasured up as 
precious memorials of our land. In these celebrations His Excel- 
lency Gov. Rice and other distinguished men have participated. Nor 
would I fail also to record the presence of the illustrious and Very Rev- 
erend Dean of Westminster, Arthur Penryn Stanley, at Salem, whose 
cordial and gracious words gave special evidence of the amity which 
holds the mother country and our own in the bonds of fraternal afiPec- 
tion. In this connection I desire to allude to the same friendly feeling 
expressed by our corresponding member, Capt. George Alfred Raikes, 



of London, in presenting for our library an elegant volume, of which 
he is the author, the ''History'of the Honourable Artillery Company 
of London," the parent company from which our own Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, its only offspring, is descended, the 
oldest military organization in this country, having held its two 
hundred and fortieth anniversary last June, when I had the felicity of 
being present and celebrating my golden wedding with the corps, 
just fifty years from my union with it. 

The Eoyal mother company was organized in the reign of Henry 
Vni., in 1537, and is the most ancient military corps in the British 
Empire, and the only military body over which Parliament has no 
control. The volume is illustrated by portraits of sovereigns and 
princes of the realm who have commanded the corps, together with 
engravings of armorial bearings and insignia, costumes, arms and 
exercises. It has a peculiar interest to us, as it is also embellished 
with portraits of several of the early commanders, of our Massachu- 
setts company, whose early history is commenced in this volume 
and is to be continued by Captain Eaikes in a succeeding volume. 

Financial. 

The financial affairs of our Society, under the good management of 
the treasurer and finance committee, are as usual, in a very sound 
condition ; thus affording great gratification, that amidst the general 
shrinkage of values, our income has not been in the least impaired, 
the dividends and interest on its securities having been regularly 
paid* It affords me great pleasure, also, to state that the bequest 
of the late Mrs. Anne E. P. Sever, widow of our deceased member 
Col. James Warren Sever, to which I alluded in my last address, of 
five thousand dollars, has been received, thus making an impor- 
tant addition to our funds. Nothing affords more gratifying evi* 
dence of the public favor, than these demonstrations of interest in 
the objects we seek to promote ; and we fondly cherish the belief 
that others will, of their abundance, follow these praiseworthy 
examples, thus adding largely to our influence and leaving an en- 
during and honorable memorial of their sjrmpathy in our work. 

A considerable sum has been appropriated for mounting and binding 
the Knox Manuscripts, that magnificent collection of autograph letters 
presented to the Society by our associate member, Rear-Admiral 
Henry Ejiox Thatcher. These, numbering over eleven thousand, are 
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in the process of arrangement in large folio volumes ^ in a very appro- 
priate and elegant manner, by Dr. and Mrs. John S. H. Fogg, of 
this city, some of which were exhibited to us by the Kev. Mr. Slafter, 
chairman of the committee, at a late meeting of the society, and will 
constitute when completed the most valuable collection of autograph 
letters, especially in reference to the period of the revolution, in 
which many of them were written, that can be found in any library 
of our own or other lands. 

The Registeb. 
The New England Historical and Genealogical Register has been 
published as heretofore, and it is peculiarly gratifying to know 
that, notwithstanding the general depression of business and the 
falling off of subscriptions to other periodicals, this has been but 
little circumscribed in its circulation ; and I desire here to acknow- 
ledge, with gratitude, our obligations to its editor, publishing com- 
mittee^ and contributors for their successful and gratuitous services 
rendered in this work. Its thirty-two volumes constitute a treasury of 
thought and research seldom to be found, and will live as monuments 
of the industry and devotion of those who have so nobly brought 
forth its issues to the present time. 

LiBBABY. 

Our library has steadily increased in numbers and value. The pre- 
sent year is the first in which any considerable sum has been available 
for the purchase of books. Since the last annual meeting nearly two 
hundred ddlars have been expended for this purpose. It was 
deemed advisable to use this money to supply our most pressing 
wants. The deficiencies in English history and genealogy were 
most felt, and a large portion of the money has been expended on 
this department. Our collection of American genealogy and local 
history has also been made more perfect by purchase and by do- 
nations. The collection of newspapers, already of great service 
to those who use the library, has this year been enriched by several 
donations — ^two of which deserve a particular notice, namely, a per- 
fect set of the " Watchman," for the last forty years, from 1838 to 
1878, in twenty-one bound volumes, and a complete set of " The 
Commonwealth," from its first issue in 1862 to the close of 1877, 
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in fifteen bound volumes. The Watchman, which is the leading 
newspaper of the Baptist denomination in New England, and con- 
tains many biographies and statistics, was presented by Thomas 
L. Rogers, Esq., one of its present editors, and "The Common- 
wealth," a newspaper of a high literary and political character, is 
from the Hon. Charles W. Slack, who has edited it during the whole 
period of its publication. Those who have sets or volumes of news- 
papers would do well to follow their example. 

In my last, I referred to the importance of town records and the 
desirability of obtaining accurate transcripts for the Society. I 
have the satisfaction of stating that a perfect transcript of the records 
of births, marriages and deaths in the town of Brookfield, Mass., with 
a full index of names, has been presented by Henry E. Waite, under 
whose supervision the copy and index were made. I would repeat 
my suggestion that members who have the leisure, can render no 
more important service to the cause than to copy and index for us 
the records of the towns in which they reside.' Natives of New- 
England towns, who reside in other places and have not the oppor- 
tunity to copy these records themselves, but have the means to employ 
others to do this, may by so doing preserve copies of records that 
are now in danger of being lost, many of which reach back to 
the settlement of the country. Since the formation of this Society 
the records of several towns have been burnt, and the information 
they contained has been hopelessly lost. 

The arrangement of the pamphlets, under the direction of the 
Committee on the Library, to which allusion was made last year, 
has been continued, and satisfactory progress in this has been made, 
as will be seen by the committee's report. 

The Memorial Volume. 

In this connection I have the great pleasure to state, as will be 
seen by the report of the committee who have in charge the publica- 
tion of the biographies of deceased members, that they have been 
assiduously at work, and have made very good progress in the 
acquisition and preparation of material* fox the memorial volume to 
which I called your attention in my last address. These sketches 
are prepared by careful and co^ipetent writers, both in professional 
and business life ; many of them are from the pens of our most emi-

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nent men, who have kindly consented to assist in the preparation of 
this work.. These will constitute the first volume of the series, in 
fulfilment of the noble design of the founder of the fund, the late 
William Blanchard Towne. 

It is intended, as the committee state, that this work shall be a 
positive contribution to the history of the times, not consisting of 
mere eulogies, nor of statistical and colorless abstracts ; but, in 
special consistency with the objects of the Society, it is intended that 
these memorials shall be models of full and accurate details. The 
work promises to be of a most interesting character, and we have no 
doubt will be readily sought for and highly appreciated by all those 
who take an interest in the history of our times, and will correctly 
illustrate the character, principles and examples of those members who 
have gone before us, and will also be a precious memorial to their 
families. 

Portraits. 

Our collection of portraits, in conformity to the original plan, has 
been gradually increasing ; and we hope that those of other past 
presidents and members who have performed eminent services in 
the Society will be furnished by friends, so that the series may be 
made complete, and the lineaments of our friends be preserved long 
after they shall have passed from their labors on earth. 

We have this year added to our collection, the portraits of two 
presidents, the Hon. John A. Andrew, LL.D., and the Eev. 
Joseph B. Felt, LL.D. ; one treasurer, Frederic Kidder, Esq., and 
one historiographer, the Eev. Dorus Clarke, D.D. It is very de- 
sirable that portraits of all the presidents be procured. We lack 
those of the Hon. William Whiting, LL.D., Samuel G. Drake, 
A.M., and Winslow Lewis, M.D. A new painting of Charles 
Ewer, Esq., our first president, uniform in size with the others, is 
also desirable. The portraits of Gov. Andrew, the Rev. Dr. Felt 
and Mr. Kidder were painted by Charles Furneaux of Melrose, and 
that of the Rev. Dr. Clarke by Miss Jennie E. Bartlett of Boston. 
Dr. Felt's portrait was presented by his nephews, the Hon. Joseph 
B. F. Osgood of Salem, and John F. Osgood, Esq., of Boston; 
Mr. Kidder's by himself; Dr. Clarke's by his daughters, Mrs. 
Samuel D. Warren and Mrs. George W. Hammond ; and Gov. 
Andrew's by the artist and his friends. 
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American History. 

The facilities for historical investigation are increasing every day. 
Not only by the enlargement of libraries, but by the publication of 
ancient records, and the reprint of early journals, which have become 
too rare to be easily accessible, or which may be in a foreign lan- 
guage, which seals them to the American reader. And here I 
cannot refrain from speaking of the publications of the Prince Society, 
an association to which some of us belong, which has done and is 
doing a noble work for American history. It has just issued its 
eleventh volume, and this last work cannot but be of unsurpassed 
interest and importance to all our historical students. I allude to 
the voyages of Champlain, translated from the French by Prof. 
Charles P. Otis, and edited by the Eev. Edmund F. Slafter, both 
members of the Society. Champlain visited our Atlantic coast in 
1604, sixteen years before our first permanent settlement at Ply- 
mouth, and twenty-six years before the settlement of Boston. He 
spent more than three years in the exploration of our harbors, bays 
and rivers, and left a journal of his observations more minute, and at 
the same time more ample and voluminous than that of any other 
navigator that preceded or followed him. This journal was printed 
in French in 1613, and it has thus remained, two hundred and sixty- 
six years, untranslated down to the present time. The first instal- 
ment of the work, which I understand is to be in at least three 
volumes, has just been placed in our hands. 1 am sure I shall ex- 
press the feelings of all historical scholars when I say that we are 
under very great obligations to our associate member. Prof. Otis, 
for the successful accomplishment of his difficult task, and for giving 
us this ancient journal in pure, simple, lucid English ; and to the 
Rev. Mr. Slafter, for the patient industry with which he has enriched 
its pages with necessary, judicious and learned annotations. ' When 
the whole work shall be completed, it will be unsurpassed in value 
by any other in the language relating to the early history of this 
continent. 

Local History and Genealogy. 

It affords me great pleasure to notice the increased interest now 
so generally manifested in regard to the history of our towns and 
the genealogy of their families ; by which, this department of our 
library) already extensive, is largely enriched. Until recently there 
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has been less effort than should have been made to ascertain our lines 
of ancestry farther back than the landing of our fathers, from the 
supposed difficulty attendant upon research in the fatherland. But 
I have learned of many instances where this has been accomplished 
with great satisfaction to the persons concerned. 

As an illustration, I would state that until recently I had made no 
thorough research in regard to my own ancestry beyond the landing 
of Mrs. Martha Wilder at Hingham, in 1638 ; but I am now enabled, 
in the Book of the Wilders, just published by the Eev. Moses H. 
Wilder, our corresponding member, to trace my genealogy directly 
back for nearly four hundred years, to Nicholas Wilder, a military 
chieftain, who fought in the famous battle at Bosworth under the 
Earl of Richmond, afterwards king Henry VII., and to whom that 
monarch gave, as a token of favor, a landed estate and a coat of 
arms, which are still in possession of the Wilders in the County 
of Berks, England, the present Hector of Sulham, the Rev. John 
Wilder, D.D., being the fourth of this line who has sustained that 
office. 

Family Influence. 

And now a word in regard to the influence of the family. 

The first institution established by our benevolent Creator was the 
family, and it has ever been the chief school of human virtue. No 
influence for good is so great. From it have emanated the principles, 
piety and patriotism on which must forever rest the prosperity and 
strength of nations. "The records of families," says Dr. Alex- 
ander Wilder, " constitute the frame work of history, and are in- 
valuable auxiliaries to science, religion, and especially to civilization." 
The ties of kindred are the golden links of that chain which binds 
families, states and nations together in one great bond of humanity. 
Everything therefore which pertains to the history of our families 
should be carefully recorded and preserved for the benefit of 
those who are to follow us. He who collects and preserves 
his own family history is not only a benefactor in his way, 
but will deserve and receive the grateful thanks of all future 
generations. ** He confers a priceless boon upon those whose names 
and achievements are thus rescued from oblivion, and preserves the 
experience and wisdom of ages for the emulation and admonition 
of posterity." It is therefore a matter of special gratification that so 
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many of our wealthy and influential citizens have aided in publish- 
ing the history of their towns and the genealogies of their families. 
These praiseworthy examples are highly commendable, and permit 
me to say that I have no sympathy with those who care not from 
whence they came, or have no interest in the generations which are 
to succeed them. 

These works have greatly enlarged and enriched this department 
of our library, and are not only eagerly sought for by those inter- 
ested by family or local relations, but have become an important 
element in public libraries as valuable sources of historical and 
genealogical research. 

Researches and Discoveries. 

The wide-spread enterprise which now exists in archaeological and 
geographical researches is not confined to individuals. Many gov- 
ernments and institutions are actively engaged, and these various 
enterprises are constantly bringing to light important and valuable 
information. But with all these researches we look back in vain for 
a full knowledge of races that have preceded us. We find evidences 
of their existence, but no history of their origin, and little of their 
character or pursuits, except, perhaps, the common instinct of the 
soul to acts of worship. We find remains of architectural genius which 
it would be difficult now to reproduce, of artistic taste in stone and 
metal of the most curious design, but not a trace of books or anything 
that can inform us of their origin, progress or power. And 
so it has been of all races that have left no literature behind 
them. Strange indeed that so little should have been known of 
some countries or their antiquities until lately : but thanks to our 
modem travellers and explorers, to Agassiz, Layard, Speke, Baker^ 
Livingston, Stanley, Schliemann, Le Plongeon, Cesnola and other 
investigators, we are now making rapid progress in the acquisition of 
knowledge with reference to the lost things of earth. These researches 
are furnishing us with new stores of knowledge in regard to the interior 
of Africa, the forests of Cambodia, the island of Cyprus, the ancient 
cities of Mycaena, Troy and the Egyptian Pyramids. Nor is this 
confined to the Old World. The discoveries of Le Plongeon in 
Yucatan, and the explorations by our Government and the work of the 
Smithsonian Institution on this Western Hemisphere, and our various 
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historical and antiquarian societies, have furnished us with 
specimens of the arts of people of which we have known nothing 
before, and have increased our desires for still further knowledge. 

Who were the mound builders? Who the cliff dwellers? Who 
the strange people in south-eastern Asia, scarcely human in expres- 
sion, yet leaving evidences of ingenuity in architecture and sculpture 
as perfect in proportion, form and size, as those of China or Japan? 
In some of these we find resemblances to those of other nations, 
and of colossal proportions ; but how these could have been trans- 
ported from places very distant, or from whence they were derived, 
are mysteries yet unexplained. These researches and discoveries have 
given a new impulse to the students of archaeology and history, have 
added largely to our former knowledge, and are the advance-guard 
of one of the most profound studies of the present generation. And 
what is worthy of note, although indicating a state of barbarism, 
they frequently give evidence of an advanced stage of civilization. 
We give a hearty welcome to all these investigations, and would aid 
them with such means as we have. But interesting and useful as 
these researches are in revealing the history and the influence of the 
past, let us so discharge the duties of our day that posterity may 
enjoy the true record of our times, without distressing ourselves as 
to these antiquities, whether of a pre- Adamite origin or of a pre- 
historic people. 

Progress of Discoveries and Inventions. 

We live in an age of almost miraculous progress. Never before 
in the history of the world, so far as we know, have mankind wit- 
nessed such remarkable discoveries and inventions as in our age. 
A new era seems to have dawned on us. The world is awake to the 
importance of civilization and science. Thousands of investigators 
are at work for the development of anything which can relieve toil, 
reward labor, or multiply the comforts and happiness of mankind. 
The numerous enterprises in geographical and archaeological research- 
es, and the investigations of physicists and scientists, are constantly 
bringing numerous interesting facts to light in regard to the age of 
our earth, and the history of those who have inhabited it. We 
need not refer to fossil remains of vegetable or animal life, or of 
glacial periods, now so universally acknowledged, to prove how 
great the improvement and march of progress have been, or the 
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correctness of what we have stated. These are so evident and 
80 extensive in their character as to become matters of common 
remark. 

Thus the intelligence of man and the forces of nature are uniting 
for the development of those mysterious powers which have astonished 
the world and revolutionized the affairs of men. Common as these 
references are on public occasions, and forming as they do frequently 
the burden of addresses, sermons and speeches, they still deserve a 
place in the records of the Society. Can we say that these are the 
ultimates of those discoveries which are now considered so marvel- 
lous? No ! No 1 they are only "parts of His ways," the harbingers 
of still greater progress, the rudiments of great laws and benevolent 
designs which the Almighty holds in reserve, and which in the ful- 
ness of time, we believe. He will bring forth for the benefit of 
mankind. What a change has taken place during the last few centu- 
ries 1 What astonishing discoveries and inventions have been wit- 
nessed during the last hundred years 1 With an intuitive perception 
man seems to have seized on the very elements of nature, and like 
its Creator put in motion the very forces by which He governs the 
universe, controls the elements and promotes the happiness of the 
human race. Had thesie b6en predicted we might with Job have 
inquired, " Canst thou by searching find out the Almighty to perfec- 
tion?" and yet man, mortal man, dares to enter the laboratory of 
nature, and with the golden key of revelation unlock the secret cabi- 
net of God's wonder-working power, unseal the books, and divulge, 
not only the beautiful economy and the immutable laws by which 
the whole universe is regulated, but foretell the operation of these 
laws to the end of time. But such is the order of Providence, such 
the capabilities and constituents of nature, such the power of man 
to make her subservient to his will ; nor can any one fix bounds to 
the probabilities, or possibilities, of this grand march of progress in 
the future. 

Who can define the almost infinite power of genius or of human 
understanding in the acquisition of knowledge ? With what super- 
human perception man looks, as with the eyes of the Infinite, into the 
very depths of nature that he may '"read the book of fate and see the 
revolution of the times," and discover the plan by which continual 
progress toward a higher state in the moral and physical world can 
be attained. 
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How wonderful the progress of the nineteenth century, not only 
in the researches to which we have alluded, but in the development 
of the elements of force, so that inert or inanimate matter becomes 
in the hands of man, as it were, a thing of life I 

Look at the amazing progress in telegraphic, microscopic, tele- 
phonic and microphonic arts 1 

Think of the invisible forces of electric power which lay slumber- 
ing in the bosom of nature, until Franklin brought the electric current 
from the clouds ! 

Think of the great improvements since Morse sent this fiery 
agent with messages to do his bidding I We seize it in our hands, 
girdle the earth with a mystic wire, and sitting at our own tables 
converse, as easily as one plays on an instrument, with our neighbors 
on the other side of the globe. 

Think of the great improvement in telescopic power since Sir 
Isaac Newton predicted that no such achromatic or colorless lens 
could be made as we now possess, by which we pierce the 
immeasurable depths of the Empyrean vault ; unveiling the infinite 
order, beauty and glory of the planetary world, and discovering 
systems which neither Copernicus, Galileo, or other astronomers 
down to his time, had dreamed of! 

How interesting the attainments in meteorological science ! 
True, we cannot yet comprehend the means by which the clouds, 
those flying fountains of water, are balanced in mid-air, or the power 
which marshals them like serried armies through the skies ; but we 
do learn, with singular exactness days in advance, of the state of the 
temperature, the approach of wind, tempest and tides, enabling us 
to avoid losses and disasters, so that we can not only predict when 
the clouds will obscure the sun, whether they will drop rain or snow, 
but the direction from whence the wind cometh, whither it goeth, the 
speed with which it travelleth, and where its wild current shall rest 
in its own j^olian caves. 

How interesting the recent discoveries of Edison 1 How strange 
and well-nigh incomprehensible that little machine, almost a revealer 
of thought, by which the very words we speak are imprinted on 
metallic sheets, and can be preserved and reproduced as with a voice 
from the spirit-land, speaking again in cadence and accent as with 
the pulsations of thought, long after that voice shall have been 
silent in the grave. And stranger still, that other little instru- 
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ment, of the same nature, through which the foot-tread of a fly, or 
the fall of a feather, may be heard far in the distance ; and perhaps 
may yet be made to vibrate in louder and louder tones on the 
human ear. 

How surprising the results of chemical research I We analyze 
the elements of earth, air and water, and in the dew-drops which 
tremble on the leaf, we find a power with whose mighty force we 
climb the mountain, cross the plain, and skim the waters like a bird 
of flight, with the speed of the wind, almost annihilating time and 
space. We catch a ray of the sun, and imprint on the canvas true 
to life, the image of ourselves and all around us, leaving to those who 
may come after us the form and visage of life. We sound the 
depths of the ocean, and from what was supposed to be a fathomless 
abyss without life or light, we bring forth new living forms for the 
instruction of mankind. We pierce the rocky mountain, tunnel its 
solid base, and rush through its long cavernous tube as though it 
were but a shadow of the night. 

All nature seems full of secret agencies to do the will of man. 
The earth we tread on, the air we breathe, the plant we cultivate, are 
pregnant with her electric power. The radiant orbs of the heavenly 
dome seem to sparkle with her eflulgence, and if we grasp her 
cunning hand, with a flash of light she responds, here am I to 
do thy bidding. 

Many of the wonderful results to which we have alluded can be 
traced primarily to American genius, and though we have thought 
they could not be surpassed, still they come with each revolving year. 
* And who shall say that these or other invisible agents still more 
subtle than any of which we now have knowledge may not drive our 
cars, propel our ships, illuminate our streets, light and warm our 
houses, cook our food, and move the machinery of the world at 
comparatively small expense with which these are now done. 

Who can fix a limit to electric or steam force, or the numerous agen- 
cies which are daily increasing the number of machines of astonishing 
ingenuity and power? Who can doubt the possibility or probability 
of greater advances in these and other discoveries which have aston- 
ished mankind, showing us the wonderfiil power, adjustment and 
perfection of nature created for the use of man ? And so frequent 
are these that may we not say with scripture, " day unto day uttereth 
speech and night unto night showeth knowledge," that ultimately

^ there shall be no place where their speech and language shall not 
be heard?'' 

So surprising are these inventions and discoveries that the sci- 
entist starts back almost affrighted at what his own genius has 
accomplished ; we stand aghast, utterly confounded by their great- 
ness and mystery; and yet we have reason to believe that they 
are but the rudiments of those great principles and forces which 
are to be more and more fully developed, until the culmina- 
tion of that great plan of divine wisdom which has for its object 
the glory of God and the happiness of his creatures. 

How vast the comprehension of man ! How grand his mission 
on earth, holding these forces in his hands, striving to imitate the 
Creator in his unapproachable perfection, as if he were able to con- 
trol all matter and rear the pillars that sustain the everlasting arches 
of the skies I 

And it is this history of man, the highest type of life, the 
central figure of earth, and his beneficent acts, we desire to per- 
petuate from age to age — of man, miracle of miracles, with a soul that 
cannot stop short of eternity, made in the image of God, lord of 
this lower world— of man, so comprehensive in reason, so infinite 
•in desires, what he has done, what he is doing and what he is 
destined to do for the welfare of his race. 

Living then as we do in this remarkable age of discovery and 
progress, standing as we do before such wonderful acquisitions of 
knowledge and power, let us not mourn for the lost arts of which 
we know so little, but let us as wise men avail ourselves of the oppor- 
tunities we have to preserve the record of our new found arts — of 
whatever is useful, whatever is good, whatever increases human 
happiness, elevates mankind, makes the world better, and prepares 
the way for what is still higher in the future history of our race. 
Above all, let us as faithful historians preserve the records of 
those deeds of our fathers and the genius of their sons which have 
given to the Old World a New World, whose enterprise, patriotism, 
philanthropy and progress have not been surpassed in the history 
of the race. 
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Conclusion. 

Frese on, then, my friends. Cheriflh the friendships and kind 
sympathies which have existed between us. Prosecute with renewed 
energy and zeal the noble work in which you are so honorably en- 
gaged. The cause you seek to promote is the cause of civilization, 
virtue and humanity. 

Add to our library all that can be known of the history of 
our own New England, the influence of its principles, and the 
glory of the American Republic. ** The Library," said Mr. 
Everett, **is the great silent, but all powerful teacher." Give 
liberally of your stores of books to enrich it, and of your money to 
sustain the operations of the Society, and you shall be remembered 
as benefactors of our land when you are resting beside those 
whose usefulness and renown you have thus contributed to make 
immortal on earth. 

I cannot close without expressing the gratification I feel in the 
progress and prosperity of our Institution, and my fervent prayers 
that the honor and influence it has already acquired may be perpetuated 
through the long line of years to come. 

A few more years, and we who now exchange congratulations on 
this Happy New Year's day will all have closed our labors here. 
But the same heavens will glitter with inimitable beauty and glory 
over those who may succeed us — the same earth will bring forth its 
myriads of flowers, not less numerous or beautiful than the starry 
host above, and yield its bounteous harvests for the service of man 
and beast. 

Human life is changing and transitory 1 A few more days, a 
few more months, and this tired brain and this languid tongue will 
have cast off their thread-bare, worn-out covering : but the spirit 
shall still continue to praise God for His wonderful works in this 
Western World, and the blessings which have flowed from the 
influence of New England character. We shall pass away, and 
the dust of past and future generations shall be commingled with 
ours in one common grave. But we trust our Society will live on 
and on, and be more and more appreciated for the work it has done 
and is doing, so that the record of our own New England and its 
families may be perpetuated with historic continuity while the Anglo- 
Saxon race shall have a place in the annals of time. 
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The annual meeting of the New-England Historic, Genealogical 
Society was held in the Society's House, 18 Somerset Street, Boston, 
Massachusetts, on Wednesday, January 1, 1879, at three o'clock in the 
afternoon. 

The president, the Hon. Marshall P. Wilder, Ph.D., took the chair. 

The recording secretary, David G. Haskins, Jr., being absent, William 
H. C. Lawrence, of Boston, was chosen secretary 'pro tempore. 

The Rev. Edmund F. Slafter, chairman of the nominating committee 
appointed in October last^ reported a list of officers and committees for 
the year 1879. 

The Rev. Thomas R. Lambert, D.D., of Boston, and the Hon. Charles 
Adams, of North Brookfield, were appointed a committee to receive and 
count the ballots, who reported that the candidates nominated were unani- 
mously chosen. 

President Wilder having been reelected, then addressed the Society. 

The president's address and the list of officers and committees will be 
found in the preceding pages. 

The annual reports were then read. 

Report of the Corresponding Secretary.

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Eeport of the Historiographer, 

The Rev. Samuel Cutler, the historiographer, presented his annual 
report on the necrology of the Society. 

In presenting his fourth annual report, the historiographer would call 
attention — 

I. To the comparatively small percentage of deaths, where, in a Society 
of more than a thousand members, only twenty-three, so far as is known, 
have died during the year 1878. 

TI. To the remarkable longevity of those who have died ; the united 
ages of the twenty-three aggregating seventeen hundred and fifty years, ten 
months, and eight days ; being an average of seventy-six years, one month, 
and fourteen days. Of these twenty-three we number one — and he was 
the last surviving — ex-president, six corresponding, eight life, and eight 
resident members. 

The whole number of deaths, so far as known, during the last four 
years, including seven who died previous' to 1875, is one hundred and thirty- 
one. The sum of their ages is nine thousand three hundred and six years, 
nine months and twenty-four days ; being an average of seventy-one years 
and sixteen days.

Report of the Librarian. 

John Ward Dean, A.M., the librarian, made his annual report as follows 

The whole number of bound volumes in the library, as reported 

last year, was 14,604 

Purchases during the year 1878 182 

Donations « « *< « 535 

Whole number of volumes at the present time . . 15,321 

The whole number of pamphlets reported last year . . 46,033 

Purchased during the year 3 

Donations during the year 2,155 

Whole number at the present time 48,191 

Whole number of volumes and pamphlets . . . 63,512 

The purchases have been where our greatest deficiencies were found to 
exist. We have supplied important wants in English heraldry and local histo-

ry. Nearly all of the genealogies and New England town histories puhlished 
during the year have been obtained by purchase or gift The library committee 
will report upon other matters. A list of the donors is annexed, which is 
printed at the end of the Proceedings. 

The Rev. Mr. Slafter presented, in behalf of Dr. Samuel Kneeland, of 
Boston, a framed engraving, designed for the millennial celebration of 
the discovery and settlement of Iceland which took place in the summer of 
1874. Dr. Kneeland was present on that occasion, and was one of the throng 
that visited Iceland that year. The engraving is full of beautiful and appro- 
priate emblems connecting Iceland, Greenland and Vin eland on our New 
England coast As a work of art it is beautiful, and as a historical memento 
it is exceedingly valuable. A vote of thanks to Dr. Kneeland was passed. 



Report op the Committee on the Library. 

Henry W. Holland, LL.B., the chairman of the committee, reported that 
about $275 had been expended in the purchase of books, that over one 
hundred and fifty volumes had been purchased, all of them much needed. 
The main work done this year has been in the pamphlet rooms, and about 
eight hundred pamphlets, especially valuable, have been obtained by exchanges 
and put in place. The classification of those relating to biography and to 
colleges has been revised, and that of the local history commenced and 
nearly completed. Six hundred obituaries have been collected from various 
sources and mounted during the year. The card catalogue has been ex- 
tended, and is still in progress. The work upon the pamphlets has been 
done by the assistant librarian, with some extra aid for a few weeks. 

He also reported that the collection of local and family histories is not yet 
complete, and in biography very large numbers are to be added. The com- 
mittee close by urgently requesting the friends of the Society to assist in 
making the library larger and better, in view of its usefulness to its mem- 
bers and the public. 



Report op the Committee on Publication. 

William Blake Trask, in behalf of the committee, made the following 
report : 

The thirty-second volume of the New England Historical and Gen- 
ealogical Register has been completed during the year, and the first 
number of the thirty-third volume has been printed and will soon be ready for 
delivery. This is the oldest historical periodical published in the United States. 
The committee have the satisfaction of stating that all the expenses of the 
Register for the year 1878 have been paid, and that a small balance remains 
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on hand, which, with the uncollected subscriptions, will be used in defraying 
the expenses of the current year. 

The committee, as directed by the Society, caused the proceedings at the 
last annual meeting to be printed and distributed. 

They also caused a small edition of the Memoir of the late William 
B. Towne to be reprinted from the Register, at the charge of the Towne 
Memorial Fund, for the use of his family and exchanges with other socie- 
ties ; and they have completed at the charge of the same fund, a volume of 
" Memoirs of Deceased Members," the printing of which was commenced 
by Mr. Towne, but was left unfinished at his death. This volume consists 
of reprints from the Register, and makes an octavo volume of 117 pages. 
It contains memoirs, with portraits, of ten persons, namely: William 
Blanchard Towne, A.M., founder of the fund ; William B. Fowle, author of 
educational books ; the Hon. Chandler E. Potter, author of the History of 
Manchester, N. H. ; the Hon. Samuel D. Bell, LL.D., chief-justice of New 
Hampshire ; the Hon. Calvin Fletcher, of Indianapolis, Ind. ; Miss Frances 
Manwaring Caulkins, author of the histories of New London and Norwich, 
Ct. ; the Rev. Joseph B. Felt, LL.D., author of the Ecclesiastical History 
of New England, Annals of Salem, &c. ; Thomas Sherwin, Master of the 
Boston English High School ; the Hon. David L. Swain, LL.D., governor 
of North Carolina, and afterwards president of the University of North 
Carolina ; and Lucius Manlius Sargent, A.M., Sigma, author of Dealings 
with the Dead, Temperance Tales, &c. 

This will form no part of the series of memorial volumes now in prepara- 
tion. The price of the book, bound in cloth with gilt top, is $1.25, from 
which a discount of twenty per cent, will be made to members. The money 
received from sales of this book will be added to the Towne Memorial 
Fund. 



Report of the Com^ttee on Papers and Essays. 

The chairman, the Rev. Dorus Clarke, D.D., presented the following 
report: 

The committee have procured nine p^ipers to be read before the Society 
daring the year. 

At the meeting in February, Mr. William C. Bates, of Newton, read a 
paper on " Eliot and Nonantum " ; in March, Mr. Thomas W. Bicknell, of 
Dorchester, read a paper on " Plymouth and Sowams"; in April, Arthur 
Oilman, A.M., of Cambridge, presented " A View of Literature in Eng- 
land at the Period of the Puritan Ascendancy " ; in May, Mr. Horace 
E. Scudder, of Cambridge, read a paper on " Noah Webster " ; in June, 
the Rev. Benjamin F. De Costa, of New York, read a paper on " The 
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ExpeditioDS of Weymoutli and Popham, in 1605-8"; in September, the 
Rev. Frederic W. Holland, of Cambridge, sketched " A Forgotten Bene- 
factor of the United States, — ^the Life and Services of Beaumarchais, a 
French dramatic writer " ; in October, the Rev. Elias Nason, of North Bil- 
lerica, displayed the " Life and Character of the Rev. Nathaniel Howe, of 
Hopkinton, Mass. " ; in November, David G. Haskins, Jr., A.M., of Cam- 
bridge, read a paper on *' Boston Fur Traders on the North-West Coast in 
1801 and 1802 " ; and in December, the Rev. Dorus Clarke, D.D., read a 
paper on " Saying the Catechism Seventy-five Years ago and the Historic 
Results." 



Report of the Committee on Heraldry. 

The Hon. Thomas C. Amory, the chairman, reported as follows : 

Your committee on heraldry have no report to make for the year that is 
closing, unless to announce the publication of a new edition of the General 
Armory of Sir J. Bernard Burke, Ulster King of Arms, originally published 
in 1842. The present edition, which is the second, embraces all recent 
grants of arms from the Herald's College, and many omitted in that which 
preceded it. What adds greatly to its value for us is the number of 
American families whose armorial bearings it includes. 

If no longer belonging to the nationality whose morning drum-beat circles 
the earth, our people consist largely of the races that composed it when our 
progenitors came to America. Heraldry is one of our connecting links with 
those feudal and later days when we owed the same allegiance, and the 
shattered fanes and crumbling strongholds, that tell their story, have like 
interest for us. The gentle science resembles those relics of the past in 
picturesque associations, and if not serving the same purpose as when it 
emblazoned the shield in the battle or hunt, a rallying point, as the hand- 
maid of history of nations or families it still has its uses and its votaries. 

The present edition, like its predecessor, is a monument of patient and 
laborious research, of conscientious fidelity. If not absolutely free from 
mistakes, it is believed to have no more than are inseparable from so difficult 
a task. Of typographical execution it is a model where much matter is to 
be condensed into a single volume. Its columns are compact without being 
crowded, and it is easily read. It justly claims a place in all public libra- 
ries, and must prove an invaluable aid to students of family history. 



Report of the Committee on the Publication of a 

Memorial Volume. 

John Gardner White, A.M., secretary of the committee in charge of this 
volume, reported as follows : 
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There is hardly a branch of historical study so interesting and valuable 
as that of biography, for in a properly rendered series of such histories we 
see the formative processes which produce the habits and morals of a people. 
Especially useM to the genealogist is this study, for here may be seen the 
different qualities of a family, and, following the union of this with families 
possessing different characteristics, in a succeeding generation may be seen 
the result of the combination of these forces in the formation of a new 
character. 

Considerations of this sort, added to a kind desire to perpetuate the 
memories of the members of this Society, doubtless influenced the action of 
one who will always be remembered with respect and esteem, the late 
William Blanchard Towne, when he established by his gifts the fund since 
known as the Towne Memorial Fund. 

The accumulated income of this foundation, and the rapid passage of 
years liable to bear with them from the power of recovery many memories 
of the earlier dead of our association, induced the Board of Directors to 
recommend, at the monthly meeting of the Society held in March last, the 
appointment of a special committee to begin the preparation of materials 
for the flrst volume of the series to be published from the bounty of the 
late Mr. Towne. The Society then appointed this committee, which soon 
after duly met and organized by the choice of Mr. John Ward Dean as 
chairman, and Mr. J. Gardner White as secretary. 

At this meeting it was discussed and understood, though no formal action 
in this direction was taken, that the proposed work should be of a dignified 
form and character, of about Ave hundred octavo pages, and of superior 
paper and typography. Fullness and accuracy were to be especially urged 
in the writing of these memoirs, and it was thought well that, as far as pos- 
sible, they should be prepared by persons distinguished in the same vocation 
as the person to be commemorated. An extensive correspondence has 
resulted in obtaining biographies, or promises of memorials, from a number 
of persons distinguished in science or letters, and it is believed the volume 
will be attractive and valuable. 

In several instances it has been difficult to secure information of a deceased 
member, or to And any one having the information and ability to prepare 
even a brief sketch of his life, because the lapse of time has removed all 
who might have assisted to recall the necessary incidents and dates. For 
this reason a member of this committee recommended and the Society 
adopted a by-law establishing a standing committee, a part of whose duty 
shall be to communicate with the friends of deceased members soon after 
death, in order to secure from such persons the preparation of a memorial^ 
while the needed information may be fresh in their memory. 
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The work of the Committee on Publication of Memorials has been kindly 
received and assisted, and has made good progress. It is hoped that consecu- 
tive memorials of all the members who have deceased previous to the year 
1861, may be included in this first volume. In answer to invitations 
extended by the committee, eighty-five favorable replies, promising the 
desired biographies, have been received, and several of these memoirs have 
already been placed in the hands of the committee. 

There has been necessary delay in the preparation of many of these 
memorials, but it hoped that the volume will go to press at a date not con- 
sideiably later than was expected. 



On motion of the Hon. 6. Washington Warren, it was 

Voted, — That the committee on publication be requested to print with the 
president's address, abstracts of the various reports offered at this meeting 
for the Annual Proceedings.

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Gentlemen of the Society: 

Most sincerely do I thank you for your confidence and respect 
manifested for a long course of years in selecting me as your pre- 
siding officer ; and I beg to assure you that I will bring to the per- 
formance of my duty all the strength and ability which I possess. 

Through the merciful providence of Him who healeth our broken 
bones, and hath preserved our lives to the present time, I am ena- 
bled once more to stand before you, and to discharge the duties which 
you have so kindly and repeatedly imposed upon me. 

I would not, however, disguise the fact that my health has been 
impaired in some degree, but I have reason to bless the Lord for 
gradual improvement, and to hope for the time when it may be more 
fully established.* Under these circumstances you will not expect 
from me an able or elaborate address, and I shall content myself 
with only such remarks as I may deem necessary for the occasion. 

Happy indeed am I to be here, and once more to join hands and 
hearts in the prosecution of the noble work for which our Society 
was established. But while we rejoice in what has been accom- 
plished by the efforts of many industrious and useful co-workers, we 
are constantly reminded of those who have ceased from their labors 
and have passed from time into eternity. 

♦ On the 2l8t of March, 1879, our venerable President fell on passing from the hall of the 
representatives in the State Honse, where he had been to promote the passage of a bill to 
aid our Agricultural College. His thigh bone was fractured, and this annual meeting of 
the Society was the first that he was able to attend after the accident.

In Memoriam. 

During the past year we have to record the death of thirty-two 
members, somewhat more than the usual average number. 

Special notice of these from time to time has been taken in the 
reports of our historiographer, the Rev. Samuel Cutler. Several of 
them have occupied places of distinction and renown. I think 
it proper to allude to two of them again in this address. I refer 
especially to the Hon. John Adams Dix, LL.D., of New York, 
and to the Hon. Caleb Cushing, LL.D., of Massachusetts, with 
both of whom it was my privilege to be personally acquainted. 

General Dix, at the time of his death, was an Honorary Vice- 
President of this Society. Few men have held more offices of honor 
and trust, or discharged their duties with greater fidelity. From the 
time when he joined the army in 1812 to the close of his long life, he 
was seldom out of office either in state or national affairs. He was 
United States minister to France, where he discharged the functions 
of his office with signal ability and courtesy. In all the relations of 
life, both public and private, he was highly esteemed for his integrity 
and patriotism. His famous order during the late civil war will ever 
be held in grateful remembrance by every lover of his country. When 
Secretary of the Treasury, hearing that the captain of the revenue 
cutter at New Orleans was about to turn her over to the State 
authorities, he sent the following despatch to a special agent : 
"Treasury Department, Jan. 29, 1861. Tell Lieut. Caldwell to 
arrest Capt. Breshwood, assume command of the cutter and obey 
the order through him. If Capt. Breshwood after arrest undertakes 
to interfere with the command of the cutter, tell Lieut. Caldwell to 
consider him as a mutineer, and treat him accordingly. If any one 
attempts to haul down the American flag, shoot him on the spot I " 

The Hon. Caleb Cushing was one of the master minds of the 
present age. In his long public service he was eminent as a jurist, 
statesman and scholar, and an accomplished diplomatist and a brave 
soldier. For nearly fifty years he has been considered one of the 
most profound and learned men that our country has produced. 
His political sentiments did not always harmonize with those of his 
State, but he has ever been considered a true lover of his country, 
and a wise counsellor wherever her honor has been at stake. He 
held numerous offices in the nation and his native state, and was 



entrusted with several important missions to other countries. He 
was minister to China, and to Spain, and was Counsel for the United 
States in the Arbitration at Geneva on the Alabama claims, in which 
he distinguished himself in an extraordinary manner. He had mar- 
vellous intellectual powers and a wonderful capacity for the acquisi- 
tion of knowledge, and a wise discretion in the use of it. He will 
long be remembered as one of the great men of the age, and will be 
much missed in our public affairs. 

Among those who have been taken from us, there are others 
that are entitled to special remembrance ; but as the historiographer 
has so appropriately spoken of them in his reports, I refrain from 
any further allusion to them. 

These are not lost to memory, or to a just appreciation of their 
services in our cause, and I count it among the pleasant remini- 
scences of life to have enjoyed the acquaintance and friendship of 
several who have been taken from us. They have gone before, but 
ive trust they are now enjoying the rewards of well spent lives in 
those blest abodes where death can never enter, and where the ties 
of friendship can never be broken — 

*^ In the fair land that spreads beneath the slope 
Of the eternal hills, 
Where nothing dies, 
Where nothing fades, 
But all is without ending or decay." 

And now permit me again to congratulate you on the flourishing 
condition and continued prosperity of our Society. Our roll of mem- 
bers is constantly increasing by the addition of distinguished anti- 
quaries and students of history in our own and other lands. The 
enlargement of our numbers increases the facilities for the prosecu- 
tion of our work. Our library is becoming daily more and more 
valuable by the accession of rare books, pamphlets, manuscripts, 
autograph letters and curious historic relics, many of them not to be 
found in other collections, which are moreover of great importance 
as illustrating the different epochs in the history of our country. 
Among those to be especially noticed are the Knox Manuscripts. 
This vast collection of original papers has been in the charge 
of a committee for arrangement, and more than fifty large folio 
volumes were some months ago completely filled, and the committee 
were prepared to report r Fortunately an addition of more than 
four hundred valuable manuscripts has been recently found and 
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added to the collection. These have since been arranged, and 
the work haying been completed, the committee will soon make their 
report to the Society. 

There is a steadily increasing interest in the specialties of the 
Society — local and family history, on which our hard-working 
Librarian, John Ward Dean, A.M., is bestowing particular atten- 
tion. This increasing interest is shown by a greater number of 
visitors from all parts of the land, who make use of our library, and 
also by the greater expense and labor which are bestowed upon books 
upon these subjects. The town histories and historical discourses 
recently published are more carefully prepared, more elegantly 
printed, and illustrated by engravings of a higher order. The same 
may be said of family histories. A remarkable example is the 
*' Whitney Family of Connecticut," by S. Whitney Phoenix, Esq., 
of New York city, a member of our Society. This is one of the most 
sumptuous genealogies yet issued in this country, and probably in 
any country. It makes three large quarto volumes of nearly one 
thousand pages each, and is printed in the highest style of the typo- 
graphic art. The whole edition of more than five hundred is 
intended by the author as presentation copies. 

I desire to notice especially "The Genealogies and Estates of 
Charlestown, Mass.," by Thomas Bellows Wyman, in two large vol- 
umes. This work is of peculiar interest to us ; first, because it was 
written by a member and former officer of our Society ; and second, 
as it introduces a new feature into town histories — the history of 
estates. Mr. Wyman for more than thirty years was most zealously 
engaged in collecting the materials for these volumes. He died 
soon after he had commenced the work of printing ; but, fortunate- 
ly, the editorial labor was placed in the hands of our associate, Mr. 
Henry H. Edes, who is entitled to great praise for the good taste, 
sound judgment and critical care he has manifested in the perform- 
ance of his duty. Says Col. A. H. Hoyt, our member, these vol- 
umes "in extent and importance can properly be compared with 
only two other works of a similar character in New England, 
Savage's * Genealogical Dictionary of the First Settlers of New 
England,* and Bond's * Genealogies and History of Watertown.'" 

I think it proper also to mention the three Reports of the Boston 
Record Commissioners which have been published, and the fourth 
now in press, which is to contain the early records of Dorchester. 



This commission is the result of a petition from this Society, of 
January, 1875. The Commissioners are William H. Whitmore, 
A.M., and William S. Appleton, A.M., both of whom are members 
of this Society, and who are entitled to honorable notice for the able 
manner with which they have discharged the duties assigned them. 

LiBRAKY Accommodations. 

The first annual meeting of the Society held in this House was in 
1872. The opinion was then entertained by the oflScers and our 
more active members, that this building would answer our purpose 
without enlargement for the period of twenty years. Eight years 
have now elapsed, and up to this time the progress in occupying all 
the rooms has been more rapid than could then have been reasonably 
anticipated. We have not yet utilized all our vacant space. But 
nevertheless there is but little left. And the question of enlarging 
our borders must soon occupy our serious attention. The rapid 
growth of our membership, the enlargement of our library by gift 
and by purchase, will in a short time render the acquisition of more 
room for the accommodation of our books indispensable. I do not 
here propose any plan for the acccomplishment of this object. 
We own a space in the rear of this building, now unoccupied, 
which will enable us to make a very important addition tg our 
present available room. Whether this or some other method of 
obtaining more room shall be adopted, is a matter that must 
Boon be considered. I would therefore recommend that the directors 
at an early day take such measures as they may deem advisable in the 
premises. And permit me to say that I doubt not, as prosperity now 
reigns with us again, we may have many among our eight hundred 
members and other liberal citizens who will be happy to aid us with 
coiltributions for so desirable an object, thus increasing our facil- 
ities for the prosecution of our work of preserving and perpetuating 
the memories of the past, and diffusing the principles of human 
right, justice and truth which have sustained our government in all its 
trials, and must always be the supports of a free republic. May 
not these considerations induce our friends to make donations or 
bequests to our Society in the distribution of their wealth for be- 
nevolent objects. Especially let not the New England Historic, 
Genealogical Society be forgotten by our members, who will thus en- 
roll their names as benefactors to our cause, perpetuate the lineage of 
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their families, live in the memory hereafter, and receive the gratitude 
of their descendants ; for, as Longfellow says, "Time has a Dooms- 
day book on which he is continually recording illustrious names/' 

The New England Historical and Genealogical Register. 

The Register has been regularly and promptly published as for 
the last thirty-three years ; and it alBFords me great pleasure to 
state that it successfully pursues its noble work, and is worthily 
sustained by the patronage of the public. This is one of the most 
useful, valuable and interesting periodicals of our day, and is carry- 
ing out the designs of its benevolent founders in gathering up and 
preserving much that would otherwise be destroyed by the tooth of 
time. It is a storehouse in which is deposited a vast amount of his- 
torical and genealogical information. 

This publication is intended to contain not only all that can be 
known of our New England of the past, but what is of paramount 
importance it records from year to year, as from living lips, the most 
important events and transactions of our times. "It is," says a writer, 
"a thoroughly live periodical, and the organ of a live Society, and 
ought to circulate in every intelligent household.'' Another writes : 
" The volumes of the New England Historical and Genealogical Regis- 
ter aye an honor to the hard working members of the Society, a mine 
of information which no student of history can aiford to neglect." 
Says another : " I cannot let an opportunity pass without giving 
testimony to the inestimable value of the labors of the Society, and 
to the priceless worth of the treasures contained in the Register." 

The Biographical and Genealogical Department of our Society is 
constantly increasing, and becoming more an object of attraction. 
This is as it should be, and affords a gratification that is duly appre- 
ciated by the public. Biography is the flower, the essence, of his- 
tory. The records of good men and their worthy deeds are the 
great incentives which control human action. 

To have no other record than the scrap of a newspaper, no other 
memorial than a gravestone, with perhaps only the initials of the 
christian name, with which to transmit to posterity the line of a use- 
ful and honored ancestry, is an unpardonoble omission of duty to 
the memory of those who have made us what we are. No. No. 
Let there be some "footprints on the sands of time," so that pos- 
terity may know from whence we came, what we have done to make 
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the world better, what we have done to promote the progress of those 
principles which are to culminate in the perfection of our race. 

In this connection permit me to say, I give a most cordial greet- 
ing to the Boston .Memorial Association, which has just been es- 
tablished for the further ornamentation of our Parks and Public 
grounds by memorial works of art, for the perpetuation of the 
memories of illustrious men and the record of memorable events, 
and I crave for it the generous support of all who feel an interest in 
the history and renown of the good city of Boston. 

The Boston Antiquarian Club, also just formed, has a similar 
object in some respects. It is intended to arouse an interest in the 
antiquities and history of Boston, and to preserve the records and 
memorials of its past. I commend this institution also to the public. 
During the past year we have added to our city ornamentations 
a statue in front of City Hall, and another in Park Square, to both 
of which we give a hearty welcome. Welcome to that of Josiah 
Quincy, the patriot son of a patriot sire, the eminent and enter- 
prising magistrate, the wise counsellor, the energetic public servant, 
the honest man I Welcome to the Emancipation Group, forever to 
remind the passer by that the foul blot of slavery has been wiped 
from our national escutcheon never to appear again 1 Welcome to 
the statue of Samuel Adams, the son of liberty, the hater of tyranny, 
the stern and inflexible patriot, that is soon to be erected in sight of 
Faneuil Hall, whose walls once resounded with the stirring eloquence 
of his patriotic words I Welcome to those works of art which 
are hereafter to adorn our city as memorials of illustrious men, 
memorable events, great principles and great results, which shall 
contribute to the fame of Boston, the glory of our country, and the 
welfare of mankind I 

Let the Arch of Triumph rise to commemorate the march of free- 
dom on these western shores. Let our market places, public squares 
and buildings be adorned with these memorials of genius, patriotism 
and philanthropy. Thus shall we cherish for generations to come the 
virtues and heroism of our fathers who laid the foundations of this 
republic, the men who laid down their lives for its defence, and the 
benefactors who planted our institutions, and the genius which has 
brought relief to suffering humanity. This will elevate the taste of 
the community, and move the heart to imitate such praiseworthy 
deeds and examples of moral worth. 
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This subject has not, hitherto, suflSciently engaged the attention 
of the public, nor have we duly considered the mission of man on 
earth. How transcendantly sublime his position, exalted above all 
creatures, and for whom all nature labors I How almost superhu- 
man his powers of mind 1 How insatiable his thirst for knowledge, 
sounding the depths of science and philosophy, controlling the 
forces of nature, gathering up the issues of time, solving the prob- 
lem of life, yearning for an eternal existence beyond the grave ! 
Well was it said, **we touch heaven when we lay our hand on a 
human being/' We cannot understand it, but this we know, he 
has a soul to exist through the ages of eternity. Truly may we say, 
in the words of Pope, "the proper study of mankind is man." 

There is a spirit in man capable of eternal progress ; resources 
infinite and inexhaustible are constantly inviting him to move on in 
his researches, until he shall have become master of all elements, 
and have brought them into subjection to his will. 

I have spoken to you frequently of the importance of our genealo- 
gical researches in tracing out, recording, and transmitting to those 
who may fallow us, the genealogy of our members, so that their 
descendants may perpetuate their line through coming time, with 
the names of those who have been blessings to the world. True 
we may find, in some instances, characters whose lives we would 
not imitate, but the general rule prevails that the blood of the an- 
cestry tells on posterity. We are not of those who believe in the 
sentiment of the poet when he says, 

— I—" Thy ancient but i^oble blood 
Uas ooarsed through scoundrels ever since the flood." 

Let us treasure up the bright examples of worth which have made 
our country what it is. The genealogical as well as the biographical 
department of our Society is in fact becoming more interesting and 
useful every year, and is daily giving assistance to those engaged in 
these researches. These sources will aid us in the preparation of 
our Memorial Volumes, furnish important information, and enable 
the Society henceforth to record correct sketches of the lives and 
characters of deceased members, that posterity may avail themselves 
from authentic resources of information on which they can depend. 

In my last address I referred to the biographies of deceased mem- 
bers, to be printed at the charge of the Towne Memorial Fund, the 
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first volume of which was then in preparation under the charge of a 
committee appointed for the purpose, with J. Gardner White, A.M., 
as Secretary. Though the printing of the work has only recently 
commenced, there has been no unnecessary delay. The committee 
have found it difficult to obtain information with regard to some of 
the early deceased members of the Society, because of the lapse of 
time during which their contemporaries have died, rendering it diffi- 
cult for anything more than the barest statistics to be found. Fail- 
ure of some of the writers to produce the promised memoir, caused 
in some cases by death or illness, in others by inability to obtain 
expected information, has hindered the publication ; but the com- 
mittee have begun to print, and the work will go forward as steadily 
and vigorously as possible. The work will be furnished to members 
at a small discount from the actual cost, so that any member who 
chooses can be benefited by the fund. Those who wish to sub- 
scribe for copies are advised to hand their names to the secretary, as 
the money received for this volume will be added to the income of 
the fund, and used in defraying the cost of a second volume. 

Importance and Influence of History. 

Few are fully aware of the importance of history in recording 
events as they transpire, or of its influence in promoting the welfare 
of mankind. Living as we do in this world of wonders, witnessing 
the mighty events which are shaping its destiny, and which are to cul- 
minate in the greatest good for the human race, is it not marvellous 
that there has been so little interest in this most delightful and useful 
study ? Gratifying as is the interest now manifested in historical 
research, we ought not to stop here. Why should not all our cities 
and populous towns have their historical societies ? They would be 
valuable adjuncts to the town libraries, would imbue our young 
people with a love of history, and give them the knowledge which 
all should possess of their country and kin. I commend this 
subject to the consideration of the public generally. History is the 
mirror in which we may see the form and features of the past, the 
monitor of good for the future. History is one of the choicest 
blessings of civilization. It strengthens local attachments, promotes 
the love of kindred and home, opens the heart to sympathy and 
moral influences, widens the range of thought and ministers to the 
happiness and advancement of our race ; in a word, it conveys one of 
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the most refined and pure pleasures that the human mind can enjoy, 
furnishing illustrations worthy of imitation through all time. 

'* There is a history in all men's lives, 
Figuring the nature of the times deceased, 
The which observed, a man may prophesy 
With a near aim of the chance or thm^rs 
As yet not come to life. •••••" 

And when the battle of life is on the wane, how its voices still 
charm us with bright examples of virtue, patriotism, philanthropy 
and renown I How consoling the reflection that when we shall have 
passed oif the stage of existence, there may be a record of us left 
on earth I 

I rejoice most heartily in the increased interest now manifested 
in the study of history, and especially that which relates to our own 
ancestry and country. The discovery of this western hemisphere 
was indeed a momentous event 1 In the words of Mr. Everett, 
" Another world 1 twin sister of the ancient world, a boundless thea- 
tre for human enjoyment and action, with a population animated by a 
higher spirit of humanity to be reproduced and perfected in the west." 

When the Scandinavians, Leif and Thorwald, moored their little 
ships on our northern shores, they were the precursors of this great 
event. When Christopher Columbus dropped his anchors in our 
tropical sea, it was an unparalleled epoch in the history of the world ; 
but the landing of our Pilgrim Fathers on Plymouth Rock, guided 
by the star of empire like that which stood over Bethlehem, 
O, memorable deed I there to promote the grandest extension of 
human rights and of Christian civilization that mankind has ever 
witnessed — there to erect a living monument whose summit should 
overlook the world, and whose every side should proclaim in solemn 
eloquence to the end of time, Freedom of Conscience, Equal 
Rights and Good Will to Man ; the Shekinah of the future 
greatness and glory of our blessed land : — 

** The hope uid home of Liberty.*' 

How astonishing the influences which have resulted from this event, 
and its consequent bearings on the welfare of the human race — ^in- 
fluences which have swayed the fate of nations, and which will con- 
tinue to light up the dark comers of the earth with the blessings of 
our free institutions, while religion and philanthropy shall have a 
place in the heart of man ! Look, for instance, at the influence of 
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our western civilization on the empire of Japan, a nation whose 
origin and early history are involved in obscurity. It is only about 
twenty-five years since Commodore Perry anchored his squadron 
in the Bay of Yeddo to negotiate a treaty with its government. 
It is but a few years since Japan, with a population three-fourths 
as large as that of the United States, became intimately associated 
with us. Until this time she was considered as a far-off nation, 
almost an isolated land, veiled in mystery, one of the most unknown 
and inaccessible countries of the world. Now, by the wonderful 
achievements of science and the golden ties of commercial inter- 
course, she is brought within eighteen days of our shores, and is 
eager to embrace everything in science, literature, religion and civil 
polity that may contribute to the happiness of her people and the 
elevation of the nation ; and it is not too much to say that no oriental 
race possesses such eminent capacity or a greater desire for improvement, 
and whatever opinions may be entertained in regard to Americaniz- 
ing Japan, there can be no doubt that the government and the most 
enlightened portion of the population desire to avail themselves 
of our civilization. The marvellous waking up of this people and 
their desire to keep abreast with the times, and to avail themselves of 
the benefits of western civilization, constitute one of the most remarka- 
ble phenomena in modern history. Said Mr. Mori, her represen- 
tative to the United States and late envoy to China, now to England, 
"The march of modern civilization in Japan has already reached the 
heart of the nation ; the English language following suppresses the 
use both of the Japanese and Chinese. Our intelligent race are 
eager to grasp the principal truths from the precious treasury of 
western science and art and religion. Our meagre language is 
doomed to yield to the domination of the English tongue." Japan 
already boasts of her institutions, modelled on our example, and is 
making large appropriations for the promotion of educational and 
industrial interests. "It is education," said Mr. Mori to me on his 
first visit to Boston, "it is education that makes a people great and 
powerful, and I look to the institutions of New England as an illus- 
tration of what may be done in Japan." Actuated by these influences 
Japan is rising, and will we believe ultimately take her place among 
the enlightened nations of the earth. Fortunate was it for his 
country that Mr. Mori came to New England for information. 
Fortunate, indeed, that he consulted such men as Presidents

Woolsey, Steams, Hopkins, EHot, McCosh and Seelye, Secre- 
tary Bout well, and Professors Henry, Murray and Northrup, 
as to the elements which have made our nation so prosperous 
and powerful, all uniting in the opinion that civil and religious 
freedom, free schools and Christianity were the foundation stones on 
which this republic has been reared. Japan has already erected an 
Agriculturial College at Sapparo, built and put in operation under 
the supervision of President Clarke of our own college, over which, 
by order of the Mikado, he installed a President and three Profes- 
sors, all graduates of the Massachusetts Agricultural College. She 
has a large experimental farm, the superintendent of which is also a 
graduate of our Agricultural College, where have been introduced 
the best products and implements of the United States. The desire 
for agricultural improvement has for some time been a noticeable 
feature, the mayor of Yeddo having informed me several years since 
that he had large orchards devoted especially to the cultivation of our 
American fruits. So the leaven works ; both Japan and China have 
sent their sons in large numbers to be educated in our institutions, 
and, were it not for the opposition and persecution manifested in 
some quarters of our country to the Chinese, we should have more 
of them. The subject of erecting an Agricultural College in 
China is seriously contemplated, and I doubt not that before many 
years the work will be accomplished. 

It is general education that has raised our country to its present 
elevated position in the eyes of the world, and history will continue 
to repeat this lesson. How aptly did our old friend Thomas Greene 
Fessenden, fifty years ago, poetize this sentiment. 

** Survey the globe through every zone, 

From Lima to Japan, 

In lineaments of light 'tis shovrn 

That culture makes the man. 

The best man has, had, hopes, can have, 

Past, promised or possessed. 

Are fruits which culture gives or gave 

At intellect's behest." 

If such are the influences of civil and religious freedom, of free 
schools, free thought and free worship, what may we not reasonably 
look forward to in the future ? How comparatively recent the arrival 
of the Mayflower, a period not three times as long as the lives of 
some who are still living — and how amazing the results which have 
followed the immigration of this little band to our wild New England 
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shores ! How marvellous the progress of improvement since the 
settlement of our country scarcely two hundred and sixty years ago ! 
What a magnificent, almost inconceivable advance, should the future 
be commensurate with the past ! and yet we have no reason to doubt 
that it may not be more astonishing when the inspired gospel of 
science and civilization shall have accomplished their mission on 
earth. When I reflect on the feeble condition of these colonists, 
and contrast it with the magnitude, wealth and resources of our 
country at the present time, I am led to exclaim. Verily, Plymouth 
Rock is the grandest monument the world contains I 

We have much to learn of the early history of our country ; but 
the investigations of our historical students will ultimately bring to 
light all that can be known, and henceforth we trust we shall be 
able to preserve in our archives a correct record of important events, 
discoveries and acquisitions, so that every honored name, every 
sacred spot and every memorable deed may be remembered and 
cherished in the history of our land. 

A very wide field for research is open to us in the old 
world, whose cities, temples, monuments and works of art, buried 
and unbiiried, are affording, through the reports of modern explorers 
and travellers, important information in regard to the people, customs 
and refinements of nations whose records have been long lost, and of 
which we have known but little heretofore. Among these, the dis- 
coveries in Cambodia, to which I alluded in my last, are of the most 
remarkable character. Says Mr. Vincent, a late traveller, "Nothing 
has occurred so startling, or which has thrown so much light on Eastern 
art, as the discovery by Mohout and Bastian of the ruined cities of 
Cambodia — cities containing palaces and temples as splendid and 
stupendous as any in Egypt, Greece or Rome," and that beyond a 
few fabulous records and legends of the Chinese, there is no authen- 
tic narrative relative to this once powerful but now degraded country 
— once so powerful, it is said, that its army contained 70,000 war 
elephants, 200,000 horsemen and 600,000 foot soldiers, and to 
whom twenty kings paid tribute. One of its temples, Nagkon Wat, 
in the city of Angkor, although it follows neither Egyptian, Assyrian, 
Greek or Saracenic architecture, in style, beauty, solidity of con- 
struction, elaborate sculpture and painting, has no superior, nor 
any rival standing at the present day. The first view of it was 

almost overwhelming. Think of a temple 800 feet long, 600 wide> 
2* 
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with its central pagoda rising to the height of 250 feet, its corridors and 
halls supported with more than 1500 huge columns, each a monolith 
or single piece of stone, its walls sculptured with more than 100,000 
separate figures, and its gallery of sculptures with over half a mile 
of continuous pictureei cut in low relief — and you will have an idea 
of Nagkon Wat temple of Budha. But who built this magnificent 
temple? Was it some of the lost tribes of Israel, as suggested by 
Mohout? Was it built 1000 years before Christ, as some suppose, 
or some years after his advent? And where are the descendants of 
this once highly polished people, who had the genius to design and 
the skill to erect such a structure, and of which there is no credible 
tradition ? These are questions that remain to be answered ; but it 
is believed that these mysteries will ere long be solved, and throw 
much light on the history of those days. The natives themselves 
can give no information upon the subject, one replying, ^^It must 
either have sprung up from the ground, or been built by giants or 
perhaps by angels." Of this old city of Angkor, two and a half 
miles long and two and a quarter miles broad, he says it is sur- 
rounded by three walls, the outer one twenty feet high and ten feet 
broad. This was known to a Portuguese historian in 1600, but was 
lost sight of from that time to 1860, two hundred and sixty years, 
when it was again brought to notice by our modem discoverers, as 
though it had never been heard of before. Buins of other cities, 
temples, monuments, palaces and statuary, of great beauty and 
interest, with inscriptions and language which no philologist can 
decipher, are to be found through the whole valley of Makong river, 
to the very borders of China, many of which, exterior and interior, 
have been taken possession of by the roots of trees, while the shrubs 
and wild grass form a jungle in the court yards where once the proud 
monarchs of that land revelled in pomp and luxury. ''A richer 
field," says Mr. Vincent, "for Oriental research nowhere exists than 
in Cambodia." 

We have much to leani in regard to the history of this western 
hemisphere. Thanks to the enterprise of our modern explorers, the 
investigations of scientists and archseologists, sustained by the patron- 
age of enlightened nations, we are constantly receiving information 
which will settle satisfactorily many questions which have hitherto 
perplexed us. The explorations on this continent are attracting the 
renewed attention of the world ; the magnificent architectural remains 
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in South America, in Mexico and in Yucatan, supposed by learned 
writers to be the cradle of the world's civilization on this continent, 
and whose ancient cities possess public buildings, monuments and 
architectural remains that would compare favorably with those of 
Greece or Bome — together with those in North America, especially 
the villages, buildings, towers and ancient ruins left by the Cliff- 
dwellers in the canyons of the Colorado, Montezuma and the Mancos, 
built on the verge of yawning chasms, five hundred feet to one 
thousand feet above the bottom, some of which measure from two 
hundred to four hundred feet in circumference — the vast number 
of Mounds from Yucatan and Mexico on through the valleys of 
Tennessee, Ohio and Mississippi, and west of the Bocky mountains 
to Oregon and Washington, some of which measure from 400 to 
1200 feet in circumference, and from 20 to 90 feet in height, 
with structures, sepulchres, human remains and household utensils 
within, and with broad plateaus and huge forest trees on the top, 
containing one or more acres, supposed to have been prepared for 
temples, are wonders indeed. They are no longer mythical and 
fabulous, but are well authenticated matters of history. Where 
these people came from, and whither they have gone, or whether 
they were preceded by any other races in the United States, is not 
yet positively known. These and the relics left by them, together 
with researches in regard to the civilization of the Mayas, the Nahuas, 
the Pueblos, and other races that once inhabited our vast continent 
thousands of years perhaps before modern civilization reached our 
Atlantic shores, are subjects which may well command a strong 
interest with the students of history; and, although science may 
never be able to determine hpw long man may have inhabited this 
continent, these researches are constantly adding to our knowledge 
of long by-gone centuries. 

Among these, especially to be noticed, are the recent explorations 
at Chichen Itza, in Yucatan, by Dr. Le Plongeon, to whom I 
alluded last year, whose original memoirs were presented to the 
American Antiquarian Society by his friend, Mr. Stephen Salis- 
bury, Jr., of Worcester, by whom they were published. These 
are of the most interesting character, and contain photographs and 
drawings made on the ground at Chichen Itza and other places, of 
temples, palaces, monuments, columns, statues and inscriptions of 
rare interest ; among which is the photograph of the famous statue of 
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Chaac-Mol, one of the greatest of the Itza monarchs, which Dr. Le 
Plongeon found buried in the earth at some distance from the palace, 
and intended to bring to the United States, but was intercepted by 
the Mexican government, who removed it, with considerable display 
on its way, to the city of Mexico, where it may now be seen in the 
Museo National de Mexico. Of the memoirs of Dr. Le Plongeon, 
Professor Short, author of "The North Americans of Antiquity," 
a most useful book embracing an account of the discoveries and 
opinions of the most eminent explorers and learned archaeologists, 
from Stephens down to the present time, thus speaks : ^* In these 
pages we are impressed with the fact that the darkness which so 
long enveloped the antiquity of Yucatan is soon to be displaced by 
the noonday of scientific investigation." 

During the last year one of our members has published a tract, 
which I have read with great interest. It covers a new field of 
inquiry, and in my opinion is of peculiar historical importance. 
Within the last twenty years, several hundred copper implements, 
of a pre-historic character, have been discovered in the territory 
lying more or less directly upon the borders of Lake Superior. They 
were evidently constructed from the native copper found so exclu- 
sively in that region. The opinion of the archaeologists has not been 
clear as to who were the makers of these implements. Some have 
supposed that they were not made by the American Indian found here 
on the first arrival of Europeans, but by a superior race, in an ad- 
vanced stage of civilization, antedating the Indian by some hundreds 
of years. The Rev. Mr. Slafter, the author of the tract to which I 
have referred, has shown, by a critical survey of the reports of the 
early voyagers to our Atlantic coast and the lake region, both 
French and English, particularly the former, that these implements 
were fabricated by the Indians, and were in use by them when 
they were first visited by Europeans. Our thanks are due to the 
author of this tract for his careful investigation, and the publication 
in an English translation of the passages from the early voyages of 
the French, settling a question of so much interest to the antiquary 
and the historian. 

Without discussing at length, the time when man first appeared on 
this continent — whether he was a descendant of Noah, Shem, Ham, 
or of the Jews as different archaeologists are attempting to prove, or 
from whence he came — whether our New World is as old as Dr. 
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Hitchcock and Prof. Agassiz supposed it might be from their • exa- 
mination of tertiary remains, alluvial deposits and fragmentary bones, 
say from 14,000 to 35,000 years, or as some archaeologists believe 
of still greater age — we leave to those who prefer the Old to the New. 
SuflSce it to say that, from the investigations of explorers, scientists, 
and linguists, the opinion prevails that our continent may be coeval 
with the old world, and have, at a very early period, received its 
population from it, that it may have been inhabited thousands of 
years before the Northmen or Columbus reached our shores, that its . 
people were not indigenous on our soil, or the result of evolution 
from a lower order of creation. 

Highly interesting, instructive and valuable as these developments 
are to the consecutive history of the world, we confess to a partiality 
for the history of our own nation, and especially the record of the 
wonderful achievements of our age in which New England has par- 
ticipated so conspicuously. Had we been told fifty years ago that 
we should cross the Atlantic in nine days, leap our continent to the 
Pacific in a less period of time, that we should send the lightning 
with our messages around the globe, and stranger still that we 
should converse audibly at the distance of hundreds or thousands of 
miles, we should have thought it as impossible as to have talked 
with the inhabitants of the moon. How marvellous these acquisi- 
tions, this conquest of mind over matter ! Even before the inventor 
has. closed the rivets of his new machine, he hears the click of 
another leading him on to still greater advances. These, however, 
we believe, are only the initiatives of equally astonishing develop- 
ments to come hereafter — ^the scintillations of those great lights of 
science which, like the light of divine revelation, are to illumine the 
world, and guide us on toward the ineffable perfection of Him who 
is the source of all light, and who said in the beginning, "Let there 
be light ! " and there was light. 

Conclusion. 

And now a few words more in relation to our own country, and I 
will bring this address to a close. 

I have heretofore, with few exceptions, confined my addresses to 
the business operations of our Society ; but I deem it proper, as a 
historical fact, to record the return of prosperity throughout our 
land. Years of depression and depreciation of values have sorely 
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afflioted us. These were the natural results consequent upon the 
late civil war, the greatest known in history, and the necessary delay 
in the resumption of specie pa3mients. But now that our government 
redeems her pledges in coin, the confidence of our people is restored, 
the dark forebodings of the future are gone, and the hum of indus- 
try and rejoicing are heard from one end of our land to the other, 
in the bright anticipations of the future. 

Our country was never in a more promising condition. Our vast 
fields of the west and south are producing more and more abundant- 
ly, the genius of our industries is successfully competing with the 
skill of the world, our products are in demand for foreign supplies, 
and the balance of trade is hundreds of millions of dollars in our 
fiEivor on the national ledger. This is the land in which we live, a 
land teeming with mines, grains, textile fibres and fertile soils, a 
land producing almost all the products of the habitable globe, a 
land where want is scarcely known, whose granaries are treasure- 
houses upon which the world may draw, and to whose enterprise, 
growth and influence none dares to fix limits. 

From such a history as the past, may we not reasonably look 
forward to the future with unbounded hopes of future greatness. 
True, our country has passed through conflicts, crises, revulsions 
and the terrible ordeal of the greatest civil war on record, events 
which would have shaken the kingdoms of the old world to their 
very centre, but like the fabled bird rising from the flames un- 
harmed, she has come out of the fire soaring triumphantly in the 
firmament of progress and power. And we fondly hope she is to 
go on still to prosper, in all that makes a nation great and glorious, 
until our whole continent may be covered with free and happy 
States, bound together under a republican government in an 
Imperial Union that never can be broken. 

" A union of lakes and'a union of lands, 
A union that none can sever, 
A union of hearts and a union of hands, 
Around the flag of our union forever." 

Speaking of this country, said Dean Stanley, "It is a part of history 
of which, for whatever reason, Englishmen are strangely ignorant 
until their imagination has been touched by the actual sight of that 
vast continent, with its inspirations, suggestions, and recollections. 
We feel that we are in the presence of one of those constellations 
which mark only those great creative epochs in the history of na- 
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tions. Certain it is, from very early time a sense of a vast and mys- 
terious destiny unfolding in a distant future, has taken possession 
of the minds both of Americans and Englishmen." And again, 
when looking upon the tumultuous, foaming waters of Niagara 
below and the brilliant sky-ascending spray above, he says : "That 
silver column glittering in the moonlight, seemed an image of the 
future of American history — of the upward heaven-aspiring destiny 
which should emerge from the distractions of the present." 

So may it be I So may our blessed country continue to prosper, 
rising still higher in the scale of human excellence, of wealth, pow- 
er and virtue 1 And could we with prophetic vision pierce the veil 
which shuts out the future, methinks we might see a white-robed 
throng, with out-spread wings, beckoning us forward and pointing 
out the paths to Immortal Renown. O my country ! Let thy broad 
pennant forever wave in peace throughout our borders. Let thy 
proud argosies of commerce whiten every sea, and let thy sons and 
daughters go forth with the glad news of freedom and salvation 
to the advancing millions that are to inhabit this land. 

O my country, my country 1 a glorious destiny awaits thee 1 The 
past is but the harbinger of still greater results in the future. Go on 
prospering and to prosper, until the song of jubilee shall arise in 
peans of praise from every tongue, people and nation to Him who 
brought our fathers to these shores and made us Free. 
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The annual meeting of the New-England Historic Genealogical 
Society was held in the Society's House, 18 Somerset Street, Boston, 
on Wednesday, January 7, 1880, at 3 o'clock in the afternoon. 

The president, the Hon. Marshall P. Wilder, Ph. D., took the chair. 

The recording secretary, David G. Haskins, Jr,, A.M., read the record of 
the previous meeting. 

The Kev. Henry A. Hazen, A.M., chairman of the nominating commit- 
tee, reported a list of officers and committees for the year 1880. 

Rear Admiral George Henry Preble, U. S. N., and the Hon. Charles 
Adams, of North Brookfield, were appointed a committee to receive and 
count the ballots, who reported that the candidates nominated were unani- 
mously chosen. 

President Wilder having been reelected, then addressed the Society. 

On motion of Charles Carleton Coffin, Esq., the hearty thanks of the 
Society were presented to president Wilder, for his able, eloquent and 
comprehensive address. The president made a happy response. He 
then called the Bev. Mr. Slafter to the chair, and retired, the mem- 
bers rising as a tribute of respect. '^ His presence," says the Boston 
Daily Advertiser in reporting these proceedings, ^^ was one of the most 
agreeable features of the meeting. He and the Society are to be con- 
gratulated on his recovery, and it is to be hoped that his enthusiasm and 
interest in historical pursuits may long be spared for his own sake as well 
as an example for younger men."

Report op the Historiographer. 

The Rev. Samuel Cutler, the historiographer, presented his annual 
report on the necrology of the Society. 

The historiographer reports the whole number of deaths during the year 
1 879, so far as has come to his knowledge, to be thirty-two, which is about 
the average during the five years he has been in the office. The sum of 
their ages is twenty-three hundred forty-nine years, five months, and tweu- 
ty-five days, an average of seventy-three years, five months, and two days ; 
being one year, one month, and nine days, above the average of the deaths 
during the five years. Of the thirty-two we number one honorary vic^ 
president, one honorary member, seven corresponding, twelve life, and 
eleven resident members. 

The following tabulated statement will show the number of deaths, of 
average ages, of memorial sketches written for each year, and of supple- 
mental necrology.

Adding the supplemental necrology of sixteen, eight of whom died within 
the five years, and eight previous to 1875, we have the total number of 
deaths one hundred and sixty-five. 

The united ages of the sixteen, not included in previous reports, is nine 
hundred ninety-one years, five months and eighteen days, an average of sixty- 
one years, eleven months and eighteen days. 
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From these comparative statistics, the thought is suggested, that as our 
Society increases in the number of its members, the blessing of prolonged 
life has also been added.

John Ward Dean, A.M., the librarian, made his annual report as follows : 

The whole number of volumes in the library, as reported last 

year, was 15,321 

Purchases during the year 1879, 146

Since the present librarian has held his position, there have been added 
to the library, by donation alone, more than two thirds as many volumes 
and five sixths as many pamphlets as it then contained. The number of 
volumes in 1872 was 9,214, while the donations since amount to 6,347. ' 
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The pamphlets then numbered 28,115; subsequent donations have been 
23,481. In addition to this there has been a considerable increase of the 
library, within a few years, by purchases. 

Our collection of American town histories, genealogies and biographies 
is constantly increasing by the addition of new works as they are issued and 
of old books in which the library was deficient, as opportunities to procure 
them have presented themselves. Many books in our specialties have been 
published during the year. The most important of these have been procured 
for the library. The income of the Sever Fund, the first dividends from 
which have been received since the last annual meeting, has been of much 
assistance. The income from the Bond Fund is also increasing. These 
two funds are specially assigned for the purchase of books. Appropriations 
have also been made by the directors for the same purpose. 

Some of our members make it a rule to present at least one volume to 
the Society during each year. Their example is recommended to others. 
Last year President Wilder invited natives and residents of the several New 
England towns to copy the records of those towns, or procure copies of 
them, for our library. This invitation is repeated. I would also advise 
them to see that our collection of books and pamphlets concerning the towns 
in which they are interested is made as complete as possible. They can at 
least add one title. Graduates of colleges and academies are asked to help 
complete our collection of catalogues and other pamphlets relating to them. 

A list of the donors is annexed, which is printed at the end of the Pro- 
ceedings. 

After the report of the librarian was read, the donation of the portraits 
of Isaac Addington and his wife, painted- early in the last century, from 
Dudley Richards Child, Esq., was announced. His letter is printed at the 
end of these Proceedings. 

Frederic Kidder, Esq., presented in behalf of David Pulsifer, A.M., a 
copy of Downame's " Christian Warfare," folio, London, 1634, which con- 
tains this entry on the verso of the title-page : " This Booke was bought 
by me in Dorchester in old England in the year 1634. Joseph Andrews: 
my Age was then 36." There are other manuscript entries in the book. 
This Joseph Andrews died at Hingham, Mass., Jan. 1, 1680. He was son 
of Thomas Andrews, of that town. 

Col. James H. Jones, U. S. Marines, presented two autograph manuscripts 
of William Dampier, the navigator, one entitled " Proposals for making a 
very advantageous Voyage to the South Seas," and dated " July 10th 
1702"; the other a letter dated "Kiusale August ye 6th 1703," and en- 
dorsed in another hand " Kinsale 6 Aug. 1703. From Capt. Dampier, 
scheme of what he proposed to do." It gives the details of a proposed ex- 
pedition to the Pacific coast of South America.

Report op the Committee on the Library. 

Henry W. Holland, LL.B«, the chairman of the committie'jrj reported that 
a circular had been sent to persons preparing family histories in order to 
obtain a list of such investigators, with a view of offering it for publication 
in the Register. Early in the year the Stebbins Genealogy, the first work 
of the kind known to have been printed in this country, was reprinted under 
the sanction of the Directors, the expense having been mostly repaid by 
sales. A few copies are still for sale by the Society. The committee have 
caused to be constructed a suitable case in which the card-catalogue is placed 
for the convenience of examination. A large number of shelves have been 
added, in the form of alcoves, both for the arrangement of pamphlets and 
bound volumes. Considerable work in arranging pamphlets and bound vol- 
umes has been accomplished by employing assistance for this special service. 
A collection of obituaries has been made and mounted ready for consul- 
tation. A number of Magazines and other matter have been sold, and 
several exchanges have been made. Beside the expense of the shelving, 
there have been expended about three hundred and fifty dollars for books. 
There remains much work to be done in completing the arrangement of the 
books and pamphlets, and it is important to make large additions to our 
collection of biographies, and family and local histories. 

Report of the Committee on Heraldry. 

Augustus T. Perkins, A.M., in behalf of the committee, reported as 
follows : 

Your committee in the past as in previous years have responded to all 
inquiries in their department. We have cheerfully aided all who have ap- 
plied to us for help in ascertaining their prescriptive right under established 
rules to heraldic devices, as also in prosecuting other genealogical inves- 
tigations at home and abroad. Our acquaintance with the leading authori- 
ties and access to them in public and some private libraries enable us often 
to determine difficult questions, or supply missing links for inquirers to use 
for themselves. We have begrudged no time or toil to satisfy the laudable 
desire to know more of their progenitors, realizing how precious knowledge 
of this sort may prove to their coming generations. It has involved in some 
instances much correspondence, but we cherish too holy a sense of the value 
to families of knowledge of their history to esteem it an ungrateful task. 

We are happy to record the addition to our stores of a considerable num- 
ber of pedigrees not only of our own New England names but of families

in New York, Yirginia, the Carolinas and other parts of the country. They 
were presented to the Society by Mr. Forsyth of Portland, in behalf of Mr. 
Browning of Philadelphia, who had prepared them for another purpose but 
concluded to place them here. Some of them are to be found in our Reg- 
ister or can be traced from Savage's Genealogical Dictionary. Many are not 
known to be in print, and several that are in print embrace individuals or 
branches that are not. Our Society is so well known throughout the land, 
and sets of the Register are so frequently to be found in public libra- 
ries, that we can hardly say too much to invite contributions to our collection 
of family histories in print or manuscript to be preserved in our archives. 
Scions of New England stock are to be found in the remotest sections 
of the union, and as they prosper and multiply their descendants will be 
interested to learn their connecting links with their parent stems. We hope 
to have speedily prepared for the Register a list of the pedigrees in this 
collection. 

The recent publication of a new edition of the General Armory of Sir 
J. Bernard Burke is an event noteworthy to all whose progenitors came to 
America, from the land of the rose, shamrock and thistle. Many of the 
families from whom they derive are represented in the volume by their 
heraldic bearings. Several names of note here and at earlier periods in 
the mother country, however, are not included. As the work takes its 
rightful place in all our public libraries, many will avail themselves of 
future editions or the supplements from time to time appended, to have 
their arms recorded when sanctioned by the Heralds' College or long use by 
their ancestors. The book is a monument of patient labor by one who 
stands unrivalled as an oracle of family lore, and whose graceful use of it 
in so many delightful publications for the general reader, evinces his ad- 
mirable fitness for his honored office as Ulster King of Arms. 

The committee appended a list and description of a number of seals in 
the collection of the Hon. Mellen Chamberlain, which will be printed in 
the Register. 

Repobt op Committee on- Publication. 

John Ward Dean, A.M., chairman, reported as follows : 
The thirty-third volume of the New England Historical and Genealogical 
Register has been completed during the year, and the first number of the 
thirty-fourth volume has been issued. The committee have the sadsfaction 
of stating that all the expenses of the Register for the year 1879 have 
been paid, and that a balance of $106.59 remains on hand, which, with the 
uncollected subscriptions and the money received from the sales of back 
numbers, will be used in defraying the expenses of the current year. They 
would earnestly request the members of the Society to assist in extending 
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the circulation of the Register among their friends and others interested 
in its objects, and thus increase its usefulness.* 

The committee was directed at the last annual meeting, as usual, to cause 
the proceedings at that meeting to be printed and distributed. This was 
done early in the year. 

Repokt of the Committee on Papers and Essays. 

The Rev. Dorus Clarke, D.D., the chairman, made the following report : 

The committee have procured eleven papers to be read before the Society 
in the year 1879, by the following gentlemen, and upon the following sub. 
jects, namely : — 

In February, the Rev. Charles C. Beaman, of this city, read a paper 
on " The Early Movement for Popular Public Lectures, Debates, and Art- 
Exhibitions in Boston." 

In March, the Rt. Rev. Abbot Martin read a paper on ^^ Life among the 
Indians in Dakota Territory." 

In April, the Rev. Andrew P. Peabody, D.D., of Harvard College, read 
" Notes of a Tour in Russia." 

In May, Augustine Jones, A.M., of Lynn, read a ^^ Sketch of the Life of 
Nicholas Upsall." 

In May, at a special meeting, Justin Winsor, A.M., of Harvard College 
Library, read a paper, with illustrations, " On the Early Maps of America." 

In June, Charles W. Tuttle, A.M., of Boston, read a paper on " The 
Conquest of Acadia by the Dutch, in 1 674." 

In September, the Hon. John B. D. Cogswell, LL.B., of Yarmouth, Mass., 
read a paper on " Timothy Ruggles, the Tory Chief." 

In October, the Rev. Elias Nason, A.M., of North Billerica, Mass., read 
a paper on the " Life of Sir Henry Vane." 

In October, at a special meeting, Mr. Frederic Gregory Forsyth, of Port- 
land, Me., read a paper ou " Social Organization." 

In November, the Rev. Greorge Z. Gray, D.D., of Cambridge, Mass., 
read a paper entitled "Two Days on and Near the Sussex Coast, England." 

In December, the Rev. William Barrows, D.D., of Reading, Mass., read 
a paper on the " Northmen in New England." 

Report of the Committee on Memorials. 

J. Gardner White, A.M., the secretary, reported as follows : 
During the past year the committee have kept quietly but persistently at 
work in the business assigned to their charge.

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Repeated efforts have been needed in many cases to stimulate to results 
long promised memoirs which awaited some date or fact, without which the 
author felt he could not deliver the manuscript. Delay in securing such 
dates, inability to procure desired information, illness, or other causes inci- 
dent to the preparation of such a considerable number of biographies, have 
delayed the publication of the Society's first memorial volume. 

The work has necessarily devolved largely upon the secretary and chair- 
man, but the committee have met on several occasions to attend to necessary 
duties, and some of the members have been active in preparing memoirs 
which could not otherwise be obtained, while others have given valuable 
time and experience to the business details of the volume. 

The form and composition of the work have been decided upon, and the 
contract for printing has been made. No illustrations, by portrait or other- 
wise, will appear, but a severe simplicity and elegance will characterize the 
appearance of the book. 

While obtaiuing materials for the first volume of the series, an almost 
sufficient amount of manuscript for another has been collected, so that the 
committee can, if required, after the completion of that volume, proceed at 
once with the next publication of the Towne Memorial Fund.

Dear Sir: 

I take pleasure in presenting to the New-England Historic, 
Grenealogical Society, two ancient portraits for future preservation in a 
safe place. They are (1) Hon. Isaac Addington, and (2) Madam Elizabeth 
(Norton), his wife. 

They are supposed to have been taken about the year 1714, but the 
artist who painted them is not known. They have probably descended 
through Elizabeth (Wainwright) Davenport, Mary (Dudley) Cotton, Paul 
Dudley Richards and Elizabeth (Richards) Child to Dudley Richards 
Child. They have hung in the house at the corner of Hollis and Wash- 
ington streets, over eighty years, until the death of Mrs. Elizabeth Child, 
who died December 13th, 1878. They are in their original frames and 
nothing has been done to them except cleaning, strengthening and new 
stretcher frames. Sketches of the lives of the subjects accompany this 
letter. 

I also present to the said Society an ancient Fire Bucket, which is in- 
scribed " Peter Johonnot — 1760," and which formerly belonged to Peter 
Johonnot, Distiller, who lived on Orange street, near Harvard street, 
Boston, and died in 1809. It is one of three similar fire buckets bearing 
the same inscription, which were preserved for many years in the above- 
mentioned house.

IsA/LC Addington 

Was bom Jan. 22, 1644-5, in Boston, and died in the same town, March 19, 
1714-15. He was bred a surgeon. In 1685 he was a Deputy in the Massachusetts 
General Court, and was chosen Speaker of the House. In 1686 he was chosen an 
assistant. He opposed the administration of Andros, and on his deposition in 1689, he 
was chosen Clerk of the Committee of Safety, and held the office till 1690, when he was 
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made Secretary under the Provinoial Government. He was a judge of the Court of 
Common Pleas from 1693 to 1702, and then was created Chief Justice, holding the 
office nearly a year. He held various other offices, among them Judge of Probate. 
He married first, Elizabeth, dau. of Griffith Bowen. She died March 3, 1712-13, 
and he married, Nov. 19, following, Mrs. Elizabeth (Norton) Wainwright, who 
survived him. He left no issue. 

Elizabeth Norton 

Was born about 1655, and was the daughter of William Norton of Ipswich, by 
his wife Lucy, daughter of Emanuel and Lucy (Winthrop) Downing. She was a 
sister of the Rev. John Norton of Hingham, and a niece of the Rev. John Norton 
of Boston, whose widow gave the land for the Old South. She was also a niece of 
the celebrated Sir George Downing, Bart., and of his sister, Mrs. Anne Bradstreet, 
the second wife of Gov. Simon Bradstreet. Gov. Winthrop was her great uncle. 

She married first, Col. John Wainwright, who died July 30, 1708 ; and by whom 
she had several children, among them Addington Davenport, and Lucy, wife of 
Paul Dudley. She married second, Nov. 19, 1713, the Hon. Isaac Addington, of 
Boston, whom she survived. She died in Roxbury, Nov. 22, 1742, in her 88th 
year.

OF 



THE HON. MARSHALL P. WILDER, Ph.D., LL.D. 

ON THE OCCASION OF HIS EIGHTEENTH ELECTION AS 
PRESIDENT OF THE SOCIETY. 



Gentlemen of the Society: 

One year after another appears and hastens away. A new year 
has dawned on the horizon of time, and we still live to prosecute our 
noble work. Forty years of faithful record have placed their signet 
on our labors and crowned them with success. **The past is secure," 
but we fondly hope that our Society may go on prospering and to 
prosper, not only for forty years more, but for forty times forty years, 
and until the histories of this world shall be merged with the e^entis 
of eternity. 

In Memoriam. 

But rejoicing as we may in the growth, prosperity and usefulness 
of our Society, we have to lament the loss by death of some who 
have been in several ways especially distinguished in our cause. 
Among these we would gratefully remember William A. Whitehead, 
an honorary vice president for New Jersey, an active worker and 
efficient officer in the historical society of that state, and the author 
and editor of many of its volumes ; the Eev. Dorus Clarke, D.D., 
for many years a director and historiographer of our Society, who 



was present one year ago, at our last annual meeting, and stood by 
my side, but now his bust only is before us, to remind us that his 
living presence will be here no more ; the Hon. Stephen Salisbury, 
LL.D., a life member, and thirty-four years the president of the 
American Antiquarian Society; Willard Parker, M.D., LL.D., 
eminent as a physician and surgeon ; Edward Sprague Hand, 
prominent as a conveyancer, and in many public institutions, who 
with members of his family was lost in the City of Columbus ; the 
Rev. Thomas W. Davids, the historian of Nonconformity in Essex, 
England ; the Hon. Francis B. Hayes, president of the Massachusetts 
Horticultural Society, with whom I have been intimately associated 
in the promotion of its objects ; the Hon. Clinton W. Stanley, one of 
the justices of the Supreme Court of New Hampshire ; the Kev. 
Mortimer Blake, D.D., an able writer on New England local 
history ; Ellis Ames, one of the commissioners of Massachusetts for 
printing the Province Laws ; and the venerable Jonathan Mason, 
an honored citizen of Boston, whose memory was a storehouse of 
the events which occurred here in the early part of this century, 
who when a young man was an amateur artist, and some of whose 
portraits adorn our walls. 

The deaths of members during the past year, as far as known, 
number twenty-eight. The average age of the whole is seventy- 
three years, seven months and four days, thus sustaining the high 
average of age which has blessed our deceased members for many 
years. It is our painful duty to record the death of one of our 
assistant librarians, Mrs. Emily H. Crocker, who died on the 5th 
of December last. The memory of her unobtrusive and cordial 
manners, exactness and fidelity in the discharge of her duties, will 
long be cherished by the members of the Society. 

We deplore the loss of our associates and of those more closely 
allied to us by the ties of kindred and blood, and by which my 
own soul has been most deeply pierced. God knows what is best 
for us, and He will do what is best. Infinite wisdom cannot err, 
and let us be thankful that our friends have been spared to us so 
long, and for the hope that we may meet them again in that better 
world, where death and sorrow shall never come. O yes. 

There is another life above, 

Where we may meet the friends we love ; 

Then let us in this faith await 

The opening of the Heavenly gate ! 



The Society. 

By the Reports which are to be submitted to-day it will be seen 
that the Society is in a sound, prosperous and progressive condition, 
and the various departments in good working order. The acquisi- 
tion of funds, the constant increase of members, and the large acces- 
sions to our library of rare books, pamphlets, manuscripts and other 
historical material afford us the most substantial evidence that our 
labors are highly appreciated by a generous public. For all these 
demonstrations of favor we are most thankful ; nor should we fail to 
recognize and gratefully to keep in mind the valuable services of our 
officers, committees and members, all of which, with the exception 
of those pertaining to the library, are gratuitously rendered. 

Memorial Volume. 

I have the pleasure to state that the fourth volume in the series of 
Memorial Biographies of our deceased members is nearly completed. 
It contains memorial sketches of twenty-nine deceased members, 
while the four volumes contain sketches of one hundred and fifty-six 
members. These memoirs have been prepared with great care by 
competent persons, among whom are some of the most distinguished 
writers of our day. The volumes are among the most interesting and 
valuable in our library. They preserve and hand down to posterity 
the names of those who have aided us in our efforts to perpetuate 
the memories of good men and of good deeds. 

No other publications of our Society have been received with greater 
favor than this series of volumes. With the issue of each volume 
the work becomes more and more interesting and highly appreciated, 
and so it will continue to be, constituting a Biographical Dictionary 
of our deceased members, of the highest interest not only to those 
connected by ties of kindred and blood, but it will be of great value 
to the students of biography, containing memoirs as the series will, of 
many of the most distinguished men of our own and of coming times. 
I express the feelings of all when I acknowledge the obligations we 
are under to the committee in charge of the preparation and publica- 
tion of these volumes, and the debt we owe to the late William B. 
Towne, whose generosity has enabled them to give these volumes to 
the public, and in so handsome a dress.

EyLARGEMENT OF OUB HoUSEr 

For the last few years I have spoken to you of the absolute 
necessity of the enlargement of our present House, without which 
the usefulness of the Society would be greatly retarded, and I 
promised, if my life and health should be spared, that the money 
necessary for the enlargement of our house should be raised. I had 
hoped that some generous member of our large association would 
have volunteered to give us the necessary funds for this purpose. 
This hope not having been realized, it became necessary to apply 
personally to our friends for the money to accomplish this object, 
which has resulted, I am most happy to state, in subscriptions for 
twenty-five thousand dollars for this purpose. And here, let me 
say, that words cannot express the gratitude I feel for these generous 
responses to my solicitations. 

My pledge is fulfilled ; and I now suggest the expediency of ap- 
pointing a Building Committee, and that the work be immediately 
commenced. We have received in past times many valuable dona- 
tions and bequests, for which we are sincerely grateful, but these have 
mostly come from persons not denominated as rich. There are, 
however^ in our day numerous instances of generous benefactions 
in the founding or support of institutions for the reKef of sufiTering 
humanity, the advancement of science, literature and religion, which 
will cause the hearts of grateful millions to revere and bless the 
memories of the givers. Still we cannot but deplore the fact that so 
many of our rich men pass away without leaving any enduring me- 
morials of interest for the welfare of the world. 

Pardon me for this seeming digression, but I cannot repress the 
sorrow which I feel when one who has been blessed with wealth, 
honors and troops of friends, dies and leaves no testimonial of his 
interest in the institutions which have made him what he was, no 
expression of gratitude for the beautiful world which be had enjoyed, 
no token of sympathy for suffering humanity, no golden lines on the 
pages of history to transmit his name to future generations as a 
benefactor of mankind. 

Our Real Estate, Invested Funds, and the present acquisitions 
for the enlargement of our House, now show an increase of more 
than one hundred thousand dollars since I came into office. 



Historical Eesearghes in England. 

At the last annual meeting I called your attention to the re- 
searches now making in England by Mr. Henry F. Waters under 
the auspices of this Society, and I then stated that the thorough 
system adopted by him would undoubtedly enable him to bring to 
light what had escaped the notice of all previous investigators. 

His valuable papers printed in the Register during the past year, 
have more than justified this prediction ; but the most striking verifica- 
tion of it has been his discovery of the Winthrop Map, and of the Mav- 
erick Manuscript, the latter of which is printed in full in the current 
number of the Register. These are by far the most important 
contributions to our early colonial history made for many a year, and 
they have excited deep interest among historical students throughout 
the land . The Society is desirous of extending still further these 
researches, and asks for liberal subscriptions to enable it to go on 
with this great work. 

Archjeologioal Researches and Discoveries. 

Every year unveils to us more and more of the mysteries of 
creation, more of the revelations of science and the marvellous prog- 
ress of the age in which we live. But grand as these are, they are, 
we believe, only the glimmerings of those electric lights which are 
to illumine the pathways of the generations that are to follow us, — 
the entrance steps of the ascending colonnade of history reaching 
unto heaven, on whose pillars and arches are to be inscribed the 
triumphs of human genius, the dominion of man over nature, the 
conquest of mind over matter, the dignity and grandeur of human 
life I 

There is nothing more gratifying to the antiquary and historian 

than the archaeological researches which are now going forward 
in our own and foreign lands ; reaching farther and farther back 

into the history of primitive times ; unearthing cities, temples and 

monuments of untold ages ; and bringing to us a knowledge of the 

moral, social, intellectual and industrial condition of those who have 

gone before us in the distant periods of the past, and of the principles 

which have governed them. 

Never before, so far as we know, has there been so much interest 

manifested in archaeological researches and the study of history 
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as within the last few years. Much of this has come from the 
enterprise of individuals in the establishment of institutions to aid 
in the prosecution of these designs. To all such we give a most 
hearty welcome, and bid them God speed in their noble work ; and 
we confidently hope that our own government, which has contributed 
largely by its explorations and surveys in the south-west and north- 
west of its possessions, and has cooperated with England in its arctic 
explorations, will not only continue but enlarge the patronage and 
aid which are so much needed for the vigorous prosecution of these 
objects. 

And here let us acknowledge our gratitude to Heaven for the re- 
turn of Lieut. Greely, with six survivors of his intrepid band, 
rescued at the last moment from the icy jaws of death. Whether 
there be a polar sea or not, much has been learned concerning the 
mysteries of the frozen north . 

We must remember the Archaeological Institute of America, with 
Prof. Charles Eliot Norton at its head. Its home is with us, and 
its explorations and investigations in the old world, in Mexico 
and in the south-western regions of our continent, are adding much 
information in regard to the customs and industries of peoples long 
since buried by the convulsions of nature or the dust of ages, of 
which we have no documentary history, and which are still unknown 
to the world. And we must not forget the interesting objects dis- 
covered by Dr. Le Plongeon and Mrs. Le Plongeon in Yucatan and 
Mexico, some of which are now on exhibition at the Exposition in 
New Orleans. 

Nor should we fail to remember the labors of Dr. Schliemann in 
the Troad, and those at My cense from which so many valuable ac- 
quisitions have been obtained, or those which are now in progress in 
Greece under the auspices of its government and the Archaeological 
Society of Athens. 

And last, not least, we would most earnestly solicit financial aid 
to the Egyptian Exploration Fund, for the energetic prosecution of 
their excavations at Zoan. The results are remarkable which have 
been made known to us by our friend and associate member, the 
Rev. William C. Winslow, of Boston, honorary treasurer, and 
by the Hon. James Eussell Lowell, our minister in London, vice- 
president of the Association. They have awakened in the minds of 
biblical and archaeological students, an intense desire to learn more 
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of those ages of which we know so little. The excavations 

at Zoan have already unearthed a temple of large proportions, 

houses of the nobility, and a statue of Barneses II., of the time 

of Moses, larger than any other of which we have any record, 

together with works of art in silver, bronze and stone. Some of 

these are on exhibition at the Royal Instituton of London, and 

some have already been given to our Boston Museum of Fine Arts. 

And now that the work has been so auspiciously begun, we trust 

that funds may forthwith be coming to continue these excavations 

with despatch, and thus give to the world more of the history of 

those times, and perhaps something of the ages which preceded 
them. 

Well has Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes said, and no man is better 
able to judge in this matter, — " The Hebrew and Christian world 
should be as much interested in the excavations at Zoan as the classic 
world is in that of Troy or Mycense or Assos." In Whittier's words, 
''The enterprise commends itself to every reader of the Bible and 
every student of the history and monumental wonders of Egypt." 

Some eight or ten thousand dollars will be required to go on with 
the explorations at Zoan, and to aid M. Naville who discovered the 
site of Pithom, to located also Raameses the other treasure city referred 
to in the first chapter of Exodus. I would therefore most earnestly 
recommend this enterprise to the patronage of the American public. 
Did our people know its value to history, biblical knowledge, 
archaeology and art, there would be no lack of funds. Let us all, 
however, contribute, although in small amounts. 

But interesting and instructive as these investigations are in sup- 
plying links in the history of past ages, our especial duty, as a His- 
torical Society, is to be faithful in recording the events and progress 
of our own times, so that there may be none to supply when we 
have passed away. 



Celebrations and Monuments. 

We rejoice in the many celebrations now held by our towns and 
cities for the purpose of transmitting to posterity a record of their 
history, origin and growth ; and especially in every effort to per- 
petuate a remembrance of the heroic deeds of benevolent and patriotic 
men, by monumental structures, statues and other memorials. 
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Among the celebrations that have taken place the past year, we 
desire to mention the bicentennial of the city of Worcester and 
the commemoration by the old town of Ipswich of its two hundred 
and fiftieth anniversary, a report of which was so graphically and 
eloquently made to us by our delegate the Hon. Mr. Safford. These 
days were appropriately celebrated by the usual demonstrations of joy 
and gratitude by hundreds and thousands who came back to their 
former homes to participate in the pleasures of the occasion. 

Thanks to a generous people, we now have within this city the 
monument on Bunker Hill, erected to commemorate the battle 
which gave to the world the promise of American Freedom ; also 
statues of Washington, Franklin, Winthrop, Hamilton, Samuel 
Adams, Warren, Prescott, Glover, and Lincoln in Emancipation of 
the Slave, of Webster, Everett and Sumner, of Quincy, Mann and 
Andrew, whose names- are immortalized in the annals of history. 
But when and where shall statues be brought forth in memory of 
John Hancock, whose bold hand heads the signers to the Declara- 
tion of American Independence ; of John Adams, the successor of 
the immortal Washington in the presidential chair ; of Paul Revere, 
whose midnight cry to arms aroused our valiant yeomen to the fight ; 
and of Lafayette, who volunteered his life and fortunes in behalf of 
our nation's freedom ? Thankful, indeed, are we that at last our 
National Congress has under consideration the duty of erecting a 
. monument in memory of the generous and patriotic Lafayette. 

We must not forget the statue so lately erected at Cambridge, 
the gift of our generous member, Mr. Samuel J. Bridge, in 
memory of John Harvard, the founder of Harvard College, the 
great nursery and fountain of literature. Appropriate indeed was it 
that our friend, the Rev. George E. Ellis, D.D. , LL.D. , whose words, 
always eloquent, were never more so than on this occasion, should 
have been selected to announce its presentation to the world, — there 
at the birth place of this time-honored institution, the graduates of 
which, as he said, make the most numerous body of any one con- 
tinued fellowship on this continent, the record of which will grace 
the annals of old Harvard long after he shall have passed from the 
scenes of earths 
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Washington Monument. 

We can now record the completion of the Washington Monument 
at the capital of our republic, to be dedicated to the memory of 
the Father of our Country, on the anniversary of his bh*th, the 
22d of next month, — a monument alike symbolic of his character 
and the growth of our nation, towering in grandeur higher than any 
other in the world — on whose summit, six hundred feet in air, floats 
the glorious ensign of the most free, prosperous and progressive 
people on earth. Would that I could witness the august ceremo- 
nies of that occasion, when the vast concourse shall assemble to do 
honor to his memory, and when, unless prevented by his recent ill- 
ness, the Hon. Robert C. Winthrop will be the orator of the day, 
as he was at the laying of its corner stone thirty-six years ago, as 
was Webster at the laying of the corner stone and at the completion 
of the monument on Bunker Hill. Nothing could be more appro- 
priate than the selection of Mr. Winthrop, the lineal descendant of 
John Winthrop, for this occasion, where he may add another trophy 
to the renown which he has so justly merited, by the distinguished 
services he has rendered in the halls of congress and on public occa- 
sions, during his long and useful life. 

O that the immortal Lafayette, the friend of Washington and our 
nation's benefactor, could come down to us, and stand there, as some 
of us saw him on yonder hill, with eyes uplifted to heaven, rejoicing 
in the blessings of that independence which he had helped to achieve I 

The Statue of Liberty. 

Let us also remember on this occasion that the foundation for the 
majestic Statue of Liberty, presented by the patriotic Bartholdi and 
citizens of France, to the United States, has been laid in the harbor 
of New York, a statue of colossal proportions and artistic beauty, 
holding outstretched in her gigantic hand the torch of Liberty to 
enlighten the world. And could we give her voice, it should with 
archangel strains forever chant the immortal hymn of our own 
patriotic bard, whom we so lately welcomed to this hall : 

My Country, 'tis of Thee, 
Sweet land of Liberty, 

Of thee I sing. 
Land where our fathers died. 
Land of the pilgrims' pride, 
From every mountain side 

Let freedom ring. 
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Truly, the presentation by the people of France of this '' Statue 
of Liberty Enlightening the World," is a glorious illustration of the 
march of Freedom, the triumph of human rights in a nation which 
helped us secure our own independence, and which after the lapse of 
more than a century has thrown off the shackles of monarchical 
power, and taken the form of a Republic like our own. Long live 
the Republic of France I 

Statue of Columbus. 

And now, over and above all, when and where is a statue in 
memory of the discoverer of America to be erected ? About twenty 
years ago an association of gentlemen in Boston was formed for this 
purpose, of which the Hon. Thomas C. Amory, the Hon. M. P. 
Kennard, M. Finotti, Italian consul, and Marshall P. Wilder still 
live ; but the subject was finally deemed to be of such paramount 
interest and national importance, that nothing in the way of progress 
was attempted* And now what more auspicious time for renewing 
this enterprise than on the coming Four Hundredth Anniversary of 
the day when Columbus first caught sight of this continent ; a day 
which, as Gov. Chamberlain of Maine has well said, "should hold 
his name in hallowed keeping, that neither bounds of earth, nor sea, 
nor time, bar its homage to the discovered benefactor." On that day 
will be celebrated throughout the civilized world this great event, an 
event which has resulted in the establishment of the greatest repub- 
lic, and the most independent, progressive and prosperous nation 
on earth, — in a word, the grandest development of human progress 
the world has ever witnessed. 

How thrilling and sublime the history of this then undiscovered 
world I How momentous, both in a moral and material character, the 
consequences of this enterprise, which gave to the world a new 
continent, a new theatre of action for the improvement and welfare 
of the human race I When we reflect on the results of this event, 
they rise in importance beyond the capacity of human contemplation. 

Whatever may be said in behalf of other discoverers, it was Chris- 
topher Columbus who proclaimed to the astonishment of mankind the 
existence of a new world, a world whose empire and growth has no 
equal in the annals of history, embracing as it does every zone, and 
prolific in nearly every product of the globe. 
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« 

And when and where shall a statute be raised to perpetuate the 
memory of the Discoverer of America ? When but on this day I 
Where, in the heart of our metropolis, or on the beautiful highlands 
of our Five-Hundred-Acre Park, overlooking the city, bay and 
country around — ^there in the south as a worthy companion for the 
noble column on Bunker Hill in the north, to stand as proud me- 
morials of two of the grandest events in modern history, the Dis- 
covery of this western world, and the Advent of American Indepen- 
dence. There let it rise. In the words of Webster on Bunker's 
heights, which still linger in my ears, " Let it meet the sun in its 
coming ; let the earliest light of the morning gild it, and parting 
day linger and play on its summit." 

My friends, is it not passing strange that no fitting statue has 
been erected by any of our cities, states, or by our nation, in memo- 
ry of this benefactor of mankind ? To neglect this longer will be 
dishonorable in the eyes of the generations that are to follow us. 
And now when and where shall a grand national monument or 
statue be erected in memory of the Discoverer of America ? When 
but on the day to which I have already alluded ? Where ? Echo 
from the mountains answers — Where ? Here 1 midway across our 
continent, on the summit of these rocky heights, side by side of 
that which perpetuates the name of him who opened for the nations 
of the earth the first great highway across it. Here, with out- 
stretched arms to welcome from the north and south and from both the 
seas, the advancing millions that are to people our blessed land : — 

In size colossal let it rise, 
A model that the world may prize, 
To test the wear of age and clime, 
A tribute for all coming time — 
Until the mountains melt from sight, 
The orbs of light are drowned in night, 
When sun hath set to rise no more. 



The World's Fair. 

We must also record the formal opening of the Grand National 
and International Exposition of the World's Progress at New 
Orleans on the 16th of last month, which promises to be of greater 
amplitude than any other World's Fair, whose structure under one 
roof, has the largest capacity, so far as we know, that human 
eyes have ever looked upon. How grand the occasion I An 
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Exhibition opened by the president of this Republic in the Execu- 
tive mansion by electric voice, where in the presence of the represen- 
tatives of Foreign Powers, the Cabinet and the Heads of Depart- 
ments, he addressed the vast concourse at New Orleans, and by 
touching the magic button, started the machinery which proclaimed 
the opening of the grandest exhibition of the resources and progress 
of agriculture, commerce, education, science and art, that has ever 
been seen on any similar occasion. The success of this Exhibition 
cannot but be favorable to our friendly relations with other nations, 
and an assurance of the approach of the blessed time when war shall 
wash his bloody hand, and all be bound together in a common bro- 
therhood of interest, peace and destiny. 



History of the Society. 

We meet oh the fortieth anniversary, this very day, of the organi- 
zation of the Society, which was completed by the choice of officers, 
January 7, 1845. Nearly one half of these forty years I have had 
the honor of holding the office of president, and it is fitting, on 
this occasion, that I should review the history of the association. 
Time, however, will not permit me to enter fully into details. Nor 
need I do so, for fifteen years ago, on the 18th of March, 1870, 
which completed a quarter of a century from the incorporation of the 
Society, the Rev. Edmund F. Slafter delivered an appropriate dis- 
course, in which the history of the Society is fully given. 

Two years ago I addressed you on the origin and progress of 
historical studies in New England, and glanced at the history of 
the historical and antiquarian societies which have preceded and 
followed this in the United States. This Society was the ninth of 
these institutions in New England, and the fifteenth in this country. 
The peculiar fields which the founders chose for investigation — local 
and family history — were ripe for the hand of the worker, and 
the abundant harvests which have followed our labors have shown 
that they were needed. 

At the close of the first year the Society numbered forty-two resident 
or paying members, besides a number of honorary and correspond- 
ing members. The growth of the Society at first was steady and 
healthy, though not rapid. Its members, finances and library grad- 
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ually increased. In 1868, when you elected me your president, 
and when the Society had attained a little more than half its present 
age, it numbered 453 resident and seventy-two life members, mak- 
ing a total of 525 members contributing to its support. It had four 
funds, the Barstow, Bond, Towne and Life Membership funds, amount- 
ing to $5,361.20; and its library contained 7,657 bound volumes 
and 23,732 pamphlets. 

The Society, seventeen years ago, had no building of its own. 
At the annual meeting in 1869, I urged upon the members in my 
address the importance of beginning at once a subscription for pro- 
curing a building. Before the close of the year 1870, a building 
had been purchased, and the funds for paying for it and making the 
alterations necessary to fit it for our purposes were subscribed for. 
I myself devoted four months to soliciting subscriptions, in which I 
was ably seconded by the treasurer of the Society, the late William 
B. Towne, Esq. On the 18th of March, 1871, the Society's house 
was dedicated, when an able address was delivered by the Hon. Charles 
H. Bell, LL.D., since governor of New Hampshire. In January, 
1872, 1 called the attention of the Society to the want of a fund to 
provide for the payment of a curator and librarian. In less than a 
year, by personal application, we obtained about thirteen thousand 
dollars, which has been invested and the interest used annually 
towards paying the salary of the librarian. The whole amount raised 
for the building and librarian's fund, as reported by the treasurer in 
1876, amounted to $56,567.50. 

The Society has now 425 resident and 308 life members, making a 
total of 733 active members, besides the honorary and corresponding 
members.- The library contains 20,000 volumes and sixty thousand 
pamphlets, while the invested funds amount to over forty-two thou^. 
sand dollars, and the society's building cost an equal amount. 

The library in these forty years has been of much service to the 

students of the history and genealogy of our country. The number of 

persons who use it has every year been increasing. Our rooms are 

visited not only by the people of New England, but by strangers 

from all parts of the country, especially from places where the sons 

of New England and their descendants are found, whether it be on 

the banks of the Ohio and Mississippi, in the flourishing states and 

territories in the interior still further west, on the Pacific coast or 

on the borders of the Gulf of Mexico* Having found on its shelves 
2* 
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the information they had long sought, they hare expressed their 
gratitude to the liberal minded persons who have gathered the library 
and opened it freely to all comers ; and this they have done in 
various ways often by adding to it works which otherwise could not 
be procured. The library has been of great service to those who 
have compiled town histories and genealogies, and most of those 
who have used it for their purpose have presented copies of their 
books to the Society. Here allow me to add that, during the past 
year, by the generosity of the Hon. John Went worth, of Chicago, 
we have a complete set of the New Hampshire Begisters, handsome- 
ly and strongly bound. Many of the volumes are extremely rare, 
and the whole set is of great value. Only one or two complete sets 
are known, and there is no other in a public library. 

The Society has done much to foster antiquarian research in New 
England, and incidentally in other parts of the country. From its 
earliest days members have been engaged in compiling works on 
local history or genealogy, and many of these have stated that but for 
their connection with this Society and the help they derived from its 
collections and the assistance of their fellow members they would 
never have attempted their respective undertakings nor have been 
able to perform them in so satisfactory a manner. 

In genealogy especially the influence of the Society has been great. 
In collecting materials for the histories of their own families, itff 
members have^eent out letters of inquiry all over the land, and have 
awakened in their correspondents an interest in the lives of their 
ancestors and other kindred whom they have not known. This 
interest in family history, they have communicated to others, till at 
the present time a spirit of genealogical inquiry pervades the whole 
country. 

Two years only had elapsed after the organization of the Society, 
when the first number of the New England Historical and Genealogi- 
cal Kegister was issued under the direction of the Society. Thirty- 
eight volumes have already been completed, and the thirty-ninth 
volume has been commenced. We have brought together in the 
Register a vast amount of historical and genealogical matter, much of 
which would otherwise have been lost. Its quarterly visits to its sub- 
scribers have been of much service in fostering an interest in historical 
subjects. It has had no small influence in leading people to appreciate 
the value of family papers an4 public documents, by showing them 
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their use in an historical point of view. It has led them to search 
their garrets and other depositories of old papers, and has brought 
to light many a priceless document, which fire or the paper mill 
would otherwise have destroyed. 

Three volumes of Memorial Biographies have been issued at the 
charge of the fund contributed by the late William Blanchard Towne, 
and another will soon be ready for delivery. These volumes show 
not only that the series will be a storehouse of biography, but that 
there will be found in it many facts illustrating the manners and cus- 
toms of the people of New England. 

History is the great chronicler of time. Empires may rise and 
fall ; nations and people may pass away ; monuments may crum- 
ble into dust. But history, the recording angel of the past, the 
counsellor of ages for the future, will live on, ever bearing in hand 
the light of wisdom to illumine the way for successive generations 
of men, while time shall last. 

I am happy to say, gentlemen, that our series of Governor's 
Chairs for the six New England States is complete, but, as the 
Rev. Mr. Slafter, by whose solicitation they have been obtained, 
will make a full report on the subject, I will not say more than to 
congratulate the Society on the achievement of these important and 
interesting acquisitions. 

Conclusion. 

And now, gentlemen, in conclusion permit me once more to ex- 
press the gratitude I feel for the honor so often conferred in calling 
me to this chair. I now enter on the eighteenth year of office as 
your president. Would that I could recall the health and vigor of 
former years 1 But, my friends, though these are on the wane, I 
shall never cease to feel the most lively interest in everything that 
pertains to the honor and progress of our association. Life is uncer- 
tain, but Eternal Goodness never fails; and I know of no more 
beautiful illustration of this thought in the whole English language, 
than in those comforting lines of our beloved poet, Whittier, which 
are a consolation to me, and which he kindly repeated to me when 
we last met : 

** And so beside the silent sea 

I wait the muffled bar, 
No harm from Him can come to me^ 

On ocean or on shore. 
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1 know not where His islands lift 

Their fronded palms in air, 
I only know I cannot drift 

Beyond His love and care/* 

God bless, prosper, and perpetuate our Society, through all com- 
ing time. 



REPORT ON GOYERNORS' CHAIRS. 

BY THE REV. EDMUND F. SLAFTER. 

Having been requested by the Board of Directors of this Society 
to obtain governors' chairs from each of the New England States, 
to occupy the dais of this hall, I beg to state that the object of 
this request has been successfully accomplished. I am happy to 
say that we now have chairs, specially set apart and given by their 
former owners for this purpose, which had belonged to distinguished 
Governors of the several New England States. They are all freshly 
covered with a similar material, of a rich and substantial character, 
and a silver plate has been placed upon each, bearing the name of 
the governor, and the State from which the chairs severally come. 
For the purpose of clearly identifying them, it will be convenient 
to speak of them separately, which I proceed to do with brevity and 
in the order in which they have been received. 

Chair of Governor Hancock. In December, 1882, this 
chair was presented to the Society, and mention is made of it in the 
address of the president published in the proceedings for January, 
1883. It belonged to the renowned John Hancock, the leading 
patriot in Massachusetts of the revolutionary period, who was born 
in Quincy on the 12th of January, 1737, and died in Boston on 
the 8th of October, 1793. He was president of the Provincial 
Congress in 1774, and also the president of the Continental Con- 
gress at Philadelphia in 1775, which office he held for two years 
and a half. He was the first signer of the Declaration of American 
Independence made on the 4th of July, 1776. He was the first 
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Governor of the State of Massachusetts, elected in 1780, and he 
held the office of Chief Magistrate in this State, in all eleven years. 

The frame-work of the Hancock chair is of solid mahogany, mas- 
sive and heavy, the seat and lofty back are stuffed, and covered with 
a worsted damask of straw or gold color. This original covering, 
probably placed upon it when the chair was new, having become 
tender by age, and much worn by long use, had been for many 
years protected by a temporary super-covering of chintz, which has 
been removed. Before completing its transfer to the Society, the 
donor caused the chair, with the original damask still upon it, to be 
inclosed, in the language of our venerable president, ''by a substan- 
tial covering of claret-colored leather, rich and lasting, and finely 
harmonizing with the splendid old mahogany of the chair itself." 

After the death of Governor Hancock, the chair was in the pos- 
session of his widow, who, on her second marriage, was known in 
Boston society as Madam Scott. It was given by her to Miss Mary 
Davis as early as 1831. After the death of the latter, which oc- 
curred in 1866, her executor communicated the gratifying informa- 
tion that Miss Davis had left the Hancock chair to the Rev. Ed- 
mund F. Slafter, by whom it was presented to this Society on the 
6tb day of December, 1882. The inscription on the plate is as 
follows : 

JOHN HANCOCK 
GOVERNOR OF MASSACHUSETTS. 



Chair of Governor Hall, This chair is the gift of the ven- 
erable Hiland Hall, who was bom in Bennington, Vermont, on the 
20th of July, 1795, where he still resides. He was bred to the 
law ; was some time Attorney-General of his State, and four years 
a Judge of its Supreme Court. He was for ten years a member of 
the United States Congress, and for some time Second Comptroller 
of the United States Treasury. He has been Vice-President of this 
Society for Vermont from 1875, and still continues to hold the same 
office. He was Governor of Vermont from 1858 to 1860. 

This memorial is of modern, massive construction, of black wal- 
nut, with arms and reclining black, suggestive of comfort and luxu- 
rious ease. It is covered with strong, durable, claret-colored leath- 
er, and is a fitting memorial of the donor and of the State which he 
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has faithfully served and highly honored for so many years. It was 
received in January, 1883, and its plate bears the following inscrip- 
tion : 

HILAND HALL 
GOVERNOR OF VERMONT. 



Chair op Governor Washburn. This is an arm-chair of 
ebonized wood, carved and gilded, having a high back, embel- 
lished with open ornamental work. When received the seat was 
covered with a silk or woolen fabric, which has been super-covered 
at the request and expense of the donor, with a handsome, strong, 
claret-colored leather. 

Governor Israel Washburn, of whom it is a memorial, was born 

in Livermore, Maine, on the 6th day of June, 1813, and died at 

Philadelphia, May 12, 1883. He was admitted to the bar in 1834. 

He was a representative in the Congress of the United States ten 

years, from 1851 to 1861. In 1863 he was appointed Collector 

of the Port of Portland, where he resided during the later years of 

his life. He was a Vice-President of this Society for Maine from 

1865 till his death in 1883. He was Governor of Maine in 1861 

and 1862. 

The chair was presented to the Society by his widow, Mrs. E. N. 

Washburn, of Portland, Maine, June, 1883, and the plate upon it 

bears the following inscription : 

ISRAEL WASHBURN 
GOVERNOR OF MAINE. 



Chair of Governor Jewell. This is an arm-chair, made of 
solid rose-wood, highly polished, of medium size, of graceful figure, 
and covered with durable claret-colored leather. It had long graced 
the home and ministered to the comfort of its original owner. 

Governor Marshall Jewell was born in Winchester, N. H., on 
the 20th of October, 1825, and died in Hartford, Connecticut, on 
the 10th of February, 1883. He was Governor of Connecticut in 
1869, 1871 and 1872. He was a minister from the United States 
to Bussia in 1873, and was Post-Master General of the United 
States from 1874 to 1876. He was Vice-President of this Society 
for Connecticut from 1877 to his death in 1883. 
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The chair was presented on the 23d of November, 1883, by hk 
executors, Mr. Pliny Jewell and Mr. L. B. Jewell, of Hartford, 
Connecticut. The plate upon it bears the following inscription : 

MARSHALL JEWELL 
GOVERNOR OF CONNECTICUT. 



Chair of Governor Bell. This chair is of moderate dimen- 
sions, of solid mahogany, and of a peculiar pattern. The arms 
sweep round in a curve, and are attached at the highest point of the 
back, behind and not in front as is usual. While this chair is the 
smallest of the series, it is probably the oldest, with the possible 
exception of the Rhode Island chair, hereafter to be described. It 
clearly belongs to the early part of the last century. It is covered 
with a strong claret-colored leather. 

Governor Charles H. Bell was born in Chester, New Hampshire, 
on the 18th of November, 1823. He was bred to the law. He 
was elected to the state legislature in 1860, and was Speaker of the 
House the same year. He was subsequently President of the New 
Hampshire Senate, and a Senator in the Congress of the United 
States. He was Governor of New Hampshire from 1881 to 1883. 

The chair was presented by Governor Bell in February, 1884, 
and its plate bears the following inscription : 

CHARLES HENRY BELL 
GOVERNOR OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 



Chair of Governor Francis. This is of solid mahogany, 
spacious and heavy, and both the back and seat are covered with 
claret-colored leather. It is graceful in figure, and clearly an an- 
tique. The arms of uncovered wood extend only midway from the 
back to the front. It is known to have been in the family from the 
time of their immigration to this country from Great Britain. It 
belonged first, in 'this country, to the Hon. Tench Francis, who 
was Attorney General of the Province of Pennsylvania from 1744 
to 1752, and Eecorder of the city of Philadelphia from 1750 to 
1754. This first owner of the chair was uncle of the celebrated Sir 
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Philip Francis, the reputed author of the Letters of Junius. The 
second owner was Tench Francis, Junior, a merchant of Phila- 
delphia and intimate friend of Washington, who doubtless often oc- 
cupied it when a guest in Mr. Francis's hospitable mansion. It 
next passed to Governor Francis, and after his death became the 
property of his only son, John Brown Francis, Junior, who died in 
1870, and it then passed to the Misses Francis, who in their own 
words " have great pleasure in presenting it to the New England 
Historic Genealogical Society, as a memorial of their honored father 
and of the State of Rhode Island." 

Governor John Brown Francis was born in Philadelphia on the 
31st day of May, 1791, and died in Warwick, Rhode Island, on 
the 9th of August, 1864. He was bred to the law, but did not 
practise the profession. He was a representative in the legislature 
of Rhode Island five years, and afterward a Senator of his State 
for six years. He was also a Senator in the Congress of the United 
States. He was Governor of Rhode Island five years, from 1833 
to 1838. 

The chair was presented to the Society by his daughters. Misses 
Elizabeth and Sally Francis of Spring Green, near Providence, 
R. I., December 3d, 1884, and the plate is inscribed as follows : 

JOHN BROWN FRANCIS 
GOVERNOR OF RHODE ISLAND. 



These gifts, coming to us from the six States which constitute the 
special field to which this Society devotes its watchful care in the 
elucidation of its history, will be held by us as perpetual memorials 
of these communities, separated indeed by political lines, but never- 
theless united by numberless ties, one in blood, one in language, 
one in business relations and in social habits, homogenous by a sim- 
ilar education, by long inherited moral instincts, and by the same 
generous and careful christian culture. The Governors to whom 
these memorials belonged and with whose home-life they were close- 
ly associated, were men of exalted character, whose benign influ- 
ence was felt both in the states over which they presided as chief 
magistrates, and in the councils and public affairs of the nation at 
large. They discharged their duties with manliness, integrity and 
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a punctilious regard to the public good. They were strong and 
courageous when strength and courage were needed. They were 
able, comprehensive and large-hearted where ability, breadth and 
personal sympathy were demanded. They were respected and re- 
vered in private as they were honored and trusted in public life. 
Their doings and their influence are embalmed in the history of their 
country, and add a signal richness and lustre to its pages. They 
were all of them historical men in the truest and noblest sense. Some 
of them were distinguished writers of history ; all of them furnished 
good material out of which history is made, contributing by their 
personal career many of the finest passages in the annals of New 
England. 

In submitting this report I cannot withhold the expression of my 
personal satisfaction in the successful achievement of the work com- 
mitted to my hands, in the character of the memorials themselves, 
in the rich historical associations that cluster about them, and in the 
grateful memories, which they will awaken and perpetuate, of the 
distinguished men from whom they come, and of the commonwealths 
which they represent. 

I now, Mr. President, in behalf of the donors, hand over to the 
Society, with a conscious pride, these memorial gifts. I am sure 
you will regard them, and the Society cannot fail to regard them, 
both as an ornament and an honor to the place they occupy. 
Their preciousness will not be dimmed by the flight of years, and 
their historical significance wiU not be less impressive or less appre- 
ciated, when they, with all the noble trusts which we now hold in 
this Society, are transmitted to other hands, and to other and 
remote generations. 



After the presentation of the chairs, the Hon. Charles L. Flint oflered 
the following resolutions, which were unanimously passed: 

Resolved, That we hereby place upon record our grateful appreciation of 
the valuable services of the Kev. Mr. Slafter in procuring the chairs just 
presented in behalf of their owners to occupy the platform of this hall, which 
are rendered invaluable to this Society in their association with the dis- 
tinguished governors of the New England States to whom they formerly 
belonged. 

Resolved, That the Recording Secretary be requested to convey the warm 
and hearty thanks of the Society to the donors of these precious gifts, viz. : 
to the Rev. Edmund F. Slafter, the Hon. Hiland Hall, Mrs. R. N. Washburn, 
Messrs. Pliny and L. B. Jewell, the Hon, Charles H. Bell, and the Misses 
Elizabeth and Sally Francis.

PROCEEDINGS. 



The annual meeting of the New-England Historic Genealogical 
Society was held in the Society's House, 18 Somerset Street, Boston, on 
Wednesday, January 7, 1885, at 3 o'clock in the afternoon. 

The President, the Hon. Marshall P. Wilder, Ph.D., LL.D., took the 
chair. 

The recording secretary, David 6. Haskins, Jr., A.M., read the record of 
the previous meeting. 

The Hon. Nathaniel F. Safford, chairman of the nominating committee, 
reported a list of officers and committees for the year 1885. 

William Wilkins Warren, Esq., and the Rev. Luther Farnham, of Bos- 
ton, were appointed a committee to receive and count the ballots, who 
reported that the candidates nominated were unanimously chosen. 

On the announcement of Col. Wilder's reelection, the members rose as 
a token of respect to their venerable president. 

President Wilder then addressed the Society. At the close, a vote of 
thanks to the President was passed for his eloquent and vigorous address, 
and a copy was requested for publication. 

The Rev. Mr. Slafter then presented, in behalf of the donors, governors' 
chairs from the several New-England States, with a description of each, 
and brief statement of the official positions held by the governors to whom 
they belonged. Resolutions of thanks were offered by the Hon. Charles 
L. Flint, which, together with the President's address, the Rev. Mr. Slafter's 
report on governors' chairs, and the list of officers, will be found in the 
preceding pages. 

Mr. Saffi^rd then offered a resolution, which was unanimously passed, 
referring the whole subject of the enlargement of the Society's House, for 
which the President had announced in his address that he had obtained 
subscriptions, to the Board of Directors, with full powers to act in the 
premises. 

President Wilder then called the Hon. George C. Richardson, Vice- 
President for Massachusetts, to the chair, and withdrew, the members rising 
out of respect to him as he passed from the hall. 

The reports were then presented, of which the following abstracts are 
printed by order of the Society.

Report op the Historiographer. 

The Rev. Increase N. Tarbox, D.D., the historiographer, reported as 

follows : 

The whole number of deaths occurring in our membership during the 

year 1884, so far as is now known, is twenty-eight, which is considerably 

less than the usual yearly number. In 1883, the deaths were forty-one, 

which is not far from the average number. 

Of those dying in 1884, there were ten between eighty and ninety; ten 
between seventy and eighty ; four between sixty and seventy ; three between 
fifty and sixty, and one between thirty and forty. 

By this range of numbers it will be seen at once that the average age at 
death was very high. This average was seventy-three years, seven months, 
and four days. The oldest dying out of our membership the past year 
were Jonathan Mason, aged eight-nine, and next our venerable friend Rev. 
Dorus Clarke, D.D., aged eighty-seven. The youngest were Judge Clinton- 
Warrington Stanley, of Manchester, N. H., aged fifty-three years, and 
George Sheffield, of Cambridge, aged thirty-five. 

In addition to the above, obituary notices have been prepared during the 
past year of five members, who died in former years, but whose deaths had 
not been before reported. Most of these notices have already appeared in 
the Register, and the others will be published in future numbers.

The Society has received many valuable additions to its library during 
the last year, both by donation and purchase. Among the former is a 
valuable gift from the Hon. John Wentworth, LL.D., of Chicago, Honorary 
Vice President of the Society for Illinois. Through his liberality we have 
a complete set of the Registers of New Hampshire, his native State, from 
1772, when the earliest Register was issued, to the present time; also the 
New England and Nova Scotia Register , for 1769, and Ames*s Almanac 
for 1766. These are handsomely and s.trongly bound in twenty-nine vol- 
umes. Some of the Registers are very rare, and only one or two complete 
sets are known. 

Mrs. Mary Lowell Putnam presented, last summer, a number of rare 
volumes, among them a fine and perfect copy of Josselyn's " New England 
Rarities " ; also a collection of interesting autograph letters and documents 
bearing the signatures of distinguished Americans of the last century. 
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Many single volumes and sets received are worthy of notice for their ele- 
gance and merit, but time does not permit. The librarian, however, cannot 
refrain from mentioning one book which has a particular interest for mem- 
bers of the Society, — " The Proceedings at a Banquet given by his Friends 
to the Hon. Marshall P. Wilder, Ph.D., on his Birthday, September 22, 
1883, to commemorate the completion of his Eighty-Fifth Year." Many 
distinguished persons united on this occasion in bearing testimony to his 
worth as a public benefactor. The volume is a fine specimen of typography. 

The library has this year been enriched by books bequeathed to the So- 
ciety by two of its members, Williams Latham, A.M., of Bridgewater, and 
the Hon. Napoleon B. Mountfort, of New York. Mr. Latham, besides a 
legacy of one thousand dollars, bequeathed to us all his pamphlets, bound 
and unbound. Among them were many issues of the New-England press 
in the last century, which have an historical value. 

Fifty-eight works written or edited by members, have been presented 
to the Society during the year, the titles of which have been printed in the 
Historical and Genealogical Register, 

The librarian would also report the gift, in March last, by William H. 
Montague, of Boston, the only survivor of the five founders of the Society, 
of a ball, taken by Arthur Savage, who was a personal acquaintance of 
Gen. Joseph Warren, who fell at the battle of Bunker Hill, from the body 
of that hero the morning after the battle. The ball was presented by Mr. 
Savage to the father of the donor, the Rev. William Montague, while he 
was on a visit to England, in the year 1789 or 1790. A deposition to this 
effect by the Rev. Mr. Montague, taken March 5, 1833, accompanies the 
bullet. This ball was exhibited by the Hon. Alexander H. Everett during 
his oration at Charlestown, on the anniversary of the battle of Bunker Hill, 
June 17, 1836. 

In May last, Reuben Rawson Dodge, the compiler of a genealogy of the 
Rawson family, and a descendant of Secretary Edward Rawson of the Mas- 
sachusetts Colony, presented portraits of Edward Rawson, and his daugh- 
ter Rebecca Rawson whose tragic history is well known. Both portraits 
were painted in the year 1670 by some unknown artist, and are among the 
earliest painted in New England. Mr. Dodge, at the same time, presented 
the Rawson family bible, an old folio of the Geneva version, without title 
page, but probably printed as early as 1620. It contains Rawson family 
records. This and the portraits were obtained by Mr. Dodge, while he 
was collecting materials for his genealogy. 

A list of the donors is annexed, and will be printed at the end of these 
Proceedings. 
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Bepobt of the Committee on the Librabt. 

John T. Hassam, the chairman, reported as follows : 

The Committee on the Library would again nrge npon the members of' 
this Society the importance of enlarging and completing our collection of 
transcripts of the records of births, deaths and marriages of the various 
cities and towns of this Commonwealth. The destruction by fire of the 
records of several towns since the incorporation of this Society should warn 
us of the danger of further delay in this matter. The progress we have 
made thus for is very gratifying, and promises well for the future, but we 
need the cooperation of every member of the Society in this good work. 
If each member would see to it, that the records of the towns in which he 
himself is particularly interested are copied and placed in our Library, a 
great step in the right direction would be taken. 

It is possible for us to have a most valuable collection of transcripts, such 
as no other society in this country possesses. The Committee would refer 
to their reports for the years 1883 and 1884 for fuller statements of the 
needs of the Society in this department. 

Repobt op the Committee on Publication. 

During the past year, the thirty-eighth volume of the New England' 
Historical and Genealogical Register * had been completed, and the first 
number of the thirty-ninth volume, for January, 1885, has been issued. 

Pursuant to a vote of ;the Society at the last annual meeting, the com- 
mittee has caused the proceedings of the Society at that meeting to be 
printed. They have distributed copies to every resident and life member, 
and placed copies in the hands of the President and the Librarian to be 
used at their discretion. 

The committee would particularly urge upon members the importance of 
subscribing to the Historical and Genealogical Begisteryoad also of bringing, 
it to the attention of their friends. A larger subscription list would enable 
them to add to the number of its pages, and therefore make it more in- 
teresting. Material is received much faster that' it can be printed. The 
English Genealogical Gleanings of Mr. Waters, the Society's agent in Eng- 
land, continue to be a prominent feature in the successive numbers of this 
work, and the space devoted to it would be greatly increased if the receipts 
warranted it His historical contributions to our pages will also be of great 
value. One of them, Maverick's " Description of New England," which ap-

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pears in the carrent number of the Eeffister, has already been spoken of in 
the President's address. It is acknowledged by students of our early his- 
tory to be one of the most important discoveries in this line for many years. 
Another valuable series of papers is the Rev. George M. Bodge's articles 
on " The Soldiers of King Philip's War," on which the author has bestowed 
much care and labor, and which furnishes facts concerning the actors in 
that important period of history, which have heretofore been hopelessly 
sought. Mr. Scull, of Oxford, England, continues to furnish important 
documents concerning the early history of New England. 

The design of the Register is ^ to gather up and place in a permanent 
form the scattered and decaying records of the domestic, civil, literary, 
religious and political life of the people of the United States, and parti- 
cularly of New England ; to rescue from oblivion the illustrious deeds and 
virtues of our ancestors ; to perpetuate their honored names, and to trace 
out and preserve the genealogy and pedigree of their families." 

The late Col. Joseph L. Chester, LL.D., D.C.L., the editor of the ** Regis- 
ters of Westminster Abbey," eminent as a genealogist and an antiquary, 
wrote concerning it : " To me the work, of which I possess a complete 
set, is invaluable. I consult it constantly, not only for matters relating 
directly to Americans, but also in reference to English families of the 
seventeenth century, concerning whom these volumes contain a vast amount 
of information not to be found elsewhere. There are no books in my library 
that I would not sooner part with than my set of the Register^* 

The Register has a special interest for members, for, besides advancing the 
object for which the Society was established, it preserves in its pages a 
synopsis of the proceedings of the Society at its monthly meetings, and the 
historiographer's sketches of the lives of deceased members. 

Report of the Committee on English Resea.rch. 

John T. Hassam, A.M., chairman of this committee, stated that since 
the report of last year Mr. Waters has been pursuing with extraordinary 
success bis investigations in England, and selections from his Genealogical 
Gleanings have been published regularly in the Register. It is to be re- 
gretted that more space cannot be devoted to these articles, so that the results 
of his labors can be printed faster. These Gleanings, with the valuable notes 
appended to them, will, when completed, mark an epoch in the history of 
genealogical research. Nothing like it has ever been attempted before. 
But Mr. Waters has not confined himself to genealogical researches simply. 
During the past year he has made two contributions to the study of our 
early Colonial history, which are of the highest importance. The Win- 
throp Map, the finding of which was noticed in the Register for July, 1884, 
and the Maverick MS., which is printed in the Register for January, 1885, 
and also in the Proceedings of the Massachusetts Historical Society, are of

extraordinary interest to all historical investigators. These discoveries show 
more conclusively than ever the advantage of our having a trained Ameri- 
can Antiquary like Mr. Wat-ers constantly engaged in England in such 
investigations. 

The Committee would impress on the minds of our members and others 
the necessity of continuing this great work for a series of years, and they 
hope for increased contributions for this most desirable object. 

Report of the Committee on Papers. 

The Rev. Henry A. Hazen, A.M., reported that the Committee has 
procured, during the past year, ten papers to be read before the So- 
ciety, as follows: 

In February, by the Hon. Charles Adams, Jr., of North Brookfield, a 
paper on " The Method pursued by the Town of North Brookfield to re- 
place its Lost Records, and obtain new Material for its History." 

In March, by the Hon. Benjamin A. G. Fuller, of Boston, a paper on 
" Gen. Seth Williams, of the late Army of the Potomac." 

In the same month at an adjourned meeting, by Mr. Thomas W. Sillo- 
way, of Boston, a paper on " Benjamin Woodbridge, the First Graduate 
of Harvard College." 

In April, by the Rev. James Freeman Clarke, D.D., of Boston, a paper 
on " General William Hull." 

In May, by the Rev. John H. Hey wood, of Cambridge, a paper on 
" Daniel Boone." 

In June, by the Rev. Samuel J. Barrows, of Boston, a paper on " The 
Island of Alto Velo ; a chapter in Mr. Seward's Diplomacy." 

In September, by the Rev. William Barrows, D.D., of Reading, a paper 
on " The Great American Desart Historically Considered." 

In October, by the Hon. Horatio King, of Washington, D. C, a paper 
on " The Battle of Bladensburg and the Capture of Washington by the 
British in 1814." 

In November, by the Hon. Joseph B. Walker, of Concord, N. H., a 
paper on " Major Robert Rogers, the Ranger." 

In December, by the Rev. Increase N. Tarbox, D.D., of West Newton 
a paper, " Some Facts concerning the Early History of Harvard College." 

Report of the Committee on Memorials. 

Albert H. Hoyt, A.M., the secretary, made the following report : 
The Committee on Memorials respectfully report that the fourth volume 
of Memorial Biographies is nearly all in type, and, as soon as the index is 
completed, the volume will be published. A considerable portion of the 
materials for the fifth volume is already in the hands of the Committee. 
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It is desirable every way that one volume of these biographies should be 
issued each year, but the income of the Towne Memorial Fund alone 
is not sufficient for this purpose ; to supplement this income, reliance must 
be had upon the sale of the successive volumes. It is to be hoped that all 
the members of the Society will purchase sets of these volumes. Thus, 
while securing for themselves a series of memorial biographies of increasing 
value, they will materially promote the rapid and regular publication of 
the work. The edition of each volume is limited, and the market price 
of the volumes is not likely to diminish. To members of the Society the 
price is less than the cost of publication. 

Committee on Heraldry. 

Abner G. Goodell, Esq., chairman, reported that the committee, in the 
discharge of its duties, had investigated all the heraldic questions which 
had been submitted to it.
